Davis 
signs DP 
benefits 
bill

G overnor Gray Davis signed into 
law the nation’s most compre¬ 
hensive domestic partners bill on 
Sunday, Octo¬ 
ber 14 when he 
approved AB25 
with his signa¬ 
ture. Authored 
by state Assem¬ 
blywoman Car¬ 
ole Migden (D- 
San Francisco), 
the landmark 
domestic part¬ 
ner benefits bill 
extends to reg¬ 
istered domestic partners in Califor¬ 
nia the same basic legal protections 
that currently only married couples 
now enjoy. 

“This law gives more rights to do¬ 
mestic partners in California than are 
available in any state other than Ver¬ 
mont,” said Lori Norman, chair of the 
Lambda Letters Project, which deliv¬ 
ered almost 15,000 letters of support 
for the bill to the governor and legis¬ 
lators. “Congress is now considering a 
bill to grant domestic partner benefits 
to federal employees. It is our hope 
that the twin victories in Vermont and 
California will provide a powerful 
boost to that federal legislation.” 

AB25 allows same-sex couples 
who register as domestic partners 
with the secretary of state to seek 
damages for negligent infliction of 
emotional distress, administer a part¬ 
ner’s estate, use the statutory will 
form to bequeath property to a do¬ 
mestic partner, and adopt a partner’s 
child using the stepparent adoption 
process. 

“This bill marks a stellar advance 
for lesbians and gays in California. It 
recognizes important everyday rights 
under the law that affect all individu¬ 
als and their families,” said Migden, 
who authored the state’s original do¬ 
mestic partnership law which created 
a statewide registry in 1999. “This 
new law sends a message across the 
nation that California celebrates the 
dignity and diversity of all people, in¬ 
cluding same-sex couples.” 

The bill allows domestic partners 
to use sick leave to care for a family 
member, file disability benefits on be¬ 
half of an incapacitated partner, pro¬ 
vide partners with employer-based 
health coverage, make medical deci¬ 
sions in the hospital, act as a conser¬ 
vator and sue for wrongful death.

SFAF, LA Center put 
brakes on AIDS Ride

T he gloves came off during 
the fight for a fair contract 
between the producers of 
the California AIDS Ride and its 
most recent beneficiaries, end¬ 
ing with a bitter divorce, an ex¬ 
citing new event, and threats 
that could only result from a 
long relationship gone bad. 

Citing financial and ideolog¬ 
ical differences, the San Francis¬ 
co AIDS Foundation and the 
Los Angeles Gay and Lesbian 
Center announced last week 
that they had severed ties with 
Pallotta Teamworks, the for- 
profit producers of various char¬ 
itable events throughout the 
country that have long been the target of crit¬ 
icism for their high costs and low returns to 
AIDS and cancer organizations. Dan Pallotta, 
the company’s founder, launched his first ven¬ 
ture, California AIDS Ride, in 1994, with SFAF 
and the L.A. Center as the main beneficiaries. 
But increasing community concerns and a re¬ 
cent disagreement about over-budget invoic¬ 
es submitted by Pallotta caused the agencies 
to re-evaluate their contracts. 

“The parties failed to reach agreement on 
several important issues,” said a statement is¬ 
sued by SFAF and the center, “including rea¬ 
sonable financial controls for PTW produc¬ 
tion expenses, PTW cross promotion and 
marketing strategies (Pallotta Team Works re¬ 
portedly used AIDS Ride budget funds to pro¬ 
mote its other events), and a reasonable ex¬ 
pense budget for the proposed 2002 event 
given significant unapproved budget overruns 
by PTW during the 2001 event.” 

SFAF and the center now plan to host their 


own bicycle ride to raise money for their or¬ 
ganizations, a move that they say will reduce 
overhead costs in the long run, allowing more 
of the money raised by riders to actually go 
toward HIV/AIDS services. Appropriately en¬ 
titled, “AIDS/LifeCycle,” the ride does not yet 
have a route or exact dates, but the response to 
the decision, according to SFAF spokesman 
Gustavo Suarez, has been “overwhelming.” 

• “We have received hundreds of calls and e- 
mails since the announcement, applauding 
the creation of the new event and underlining 
how alienated a lot of long-term riders had 
felt from the previous [Pallotta’s California 
AIDS Ride] event,” said Suarez. “Judging from 
the feedback, this is going to be a big success.” 

Suarez stayed positive when describing 
LifeCycle, acknowledging that the event’s first 
year may incur start-up costs, with future 
years bringing in a larger percentage of funds 
for direct services.

T he message was ominous. “HIGH 
JACK [sic] THIS FAGs,” was scrawled 
in chalk on a bomb slung under an 
aircraft wing. The photo was taken 
aboard the aircraft carrier USS En¬ 
terprise as it cruised in the Arabian Sea, 
launching planes bound for Afghanistan. 
The photo was sent out by the Associated 
Press on October 11 and quickly pulled 
when voices rose in protest. 

The caption that accompanied the photo 
made no reference to the anti-gay slur; in¬ 
stead it was a generic caption stating that the 
soldier in the photo was “signing” the bomb. 

“The message is insulting and inappro¬ 
priate,” said Sharra E. Greer, legal director of 
the Servicemembers Legal Defense Network. 
“It is also in clear violation of the United 
States military’s stated policy on harassment 
and morale. 

“The United States Navy would never 
allow racial epithets or derogatory graffiti 
based on gender or religion to be scrawled 
on American property,” she said. 

Openly gay Arizona state Representative 
Steve May, who successfully fought expul¬ 
sion from the Army Reserves under “Don’t 
Ask, Don’t Tell,” said the Navy was “stupid” 
for having let the photo be sent off the ship 
through its communications facilities. 

SLDN sent a letter to Secretary of the 
Navy Gordon England on Friday, October 
12. Spokesman Steve Ralls said they had not 
received a response by late Tuesday, October 
16. Given other priorities he thought it rea¬ 
sonable to expect a response within a week 
to 10 days of sending the letter. 

“We are waiting to see if someone is 
going to be held accountable,” said Ralls. 
“The message was an insult to the gay and 
lesbian victims of the attacks of September 
11.” It also undercuts morale of gays and les¬ 
bians who continue to serve in the military 
in the closet of DADT. 

Simon Langley of the Armed Forces Les¬ 
bian and Gay Association in England, told 
the Rainbow Network, “The U.S. military is 
fighting a war against extremism and reli¬ 
gious intolerance but at the same time they

H t’s about 12 miles and 50 years 
if from the Black Cat in North 
1 Beach, through most of San 
Francisco’s queer history, out to the 
Wild Side West in Bernal Heights. 

But this weekend, bicyclists can 
see most of that history when the 
LGBT Historical Society of North¬ 
ern California and the San Fran¬ 
cisco Bike Coalition present “The 
Queer History Bike Tour.” The 
free event begins at Justin Herman 
Plaza (Market and the Embar¬ 
cadero) at 11 a.m. on Sunday, Oc¬ 
tober 21, and goes approximately 
12 miles over not-too-hilly terrain 
to the Wild Side West at 424 Cort¬ 
land Avenue in Bernal Heights. 

According to tour leader and 
historian Paul Gabriel of the GLBT 
Historical Society, “The Wild Side 
West is one of the unrecognized 
queer spots in San Francisco.” 

The Black Cat was one of the 
earliest public gathering places for 
gays here, and before the police 
eventually managed to close it in 
1963, it was the subject of an his¬ 
toric Supreme Court decision in 
1951, Stouman v. Reilly , which af¬ 
firmed the rights of gay people to 
congregate in bars. 


According to Larry Littlejohn, 
longtime gay activist and president 
of the Society for Individual Rights, 
“Bars were to the gay civil rights 
movement what churches were to 
African American civil rights.” 

As a result, several of the tour’s 
stopping places will be bars. 

Along the way the tour will 
cruise Ringold Alley, site of the 
original “Up Your Alley” fair 
which would, after two years, 
move down the block to Dore; 


hang out at the original Stud; 
check out the pre-Castro hang¬ 
outs in the Haight; and roll 
through the Valencia corridor 
where what is now the Elbo Room 
was a place called Amelia’s where 
lesbians could congregate. 

“We’re not climbing Twin 
Peaks, we’re going to the bar,” said 
Gabriel. “It was the first with win¬ 
dows out front. Now people call it 
the ‘glass coffin’ or ‘God’s waiting

Shanti also 
runs a national training institute 
for effective volunteer manage¬ 
ment, a L.I.F.E. program, a psy¬ 
cho-educational counseling pro¬ 
gram that marries prevention and 
treatment interventions to pro¬ 


mote the long-term health to peo¬ 
ple living with HIV/AIDS and 
cancer, and Lifelines, a collabora¬ 
tive effort with the Breast Cancer 
Fund and Project Open Hand to 
provide services to an estimated 
200 low-income and uninsured 
women ill with breast cancer. 

Tickets for tonight’s benefit cost 
$200 per person. The event in¬ 
cludes a gourmet buffet, winetast¬ 
ing, cocktails, and auction.

Restaurant holds benefit to

T ravel often offers new per¬ 
spectives on life, and at 
times, it can soothe the soul. 
Especially for people living with 
life-threatening illnesses, such as 
HIV/AIDS and breast cancer, va¬ 
cations can help ease their pain 
and take their mind off their suf¬ 
fering. 

However, medical bills can 
hamper these people’s ability to 
afford jetting off to other coun¬ 
tries, or even weekend trips to 
closer getaways. To help them, 
JohnFrank Restaurant is hosting a 
cocktail party this Monday, Octo¬ 
ber 22 with proceeds benefiting 
Destination Foundation. 

Destination Foundation is 
based in San Francisco and grants 
dream trips to people in the San 
Francisco Bay Area living with 
life-threatening illnesses. The 
foundation supports these trips as 
remedies for the very personal is¬ 
sues of isolation, loss of income, 
loss of an active lifestyle, and the 
depression that is often associated 
dealing with life-threatening ill¬ 
nesses. 

Tim Hepworth, executive di¬ 
rector, founded Destination 
Foundation in 1998 in memory of 


his partner, James Poole, who died 
from AIDS in 1997. 

“As an American Airlines flight 
attendant, Jim’s travels to 72 coun¬ 
tries helped him live with AIDS 
for 13 years,” said Hepworth. “We 
traveled the world. I saw that even 
though my partner was some¬ 
times suffering ill health, the re¬ 
wards of travel and fulfilling 
dreams had a very positive impact 
on Jim’s life and well being.” 

Hepworth wanted to make this 
positive experience available to 
others living with life-threatening 
illnesses. For the last three years 
Destination Foundation has 
granted dream trips to four world 
continents; North America, South 
America, Europe, and Africa. 

“Our trips do not have to be a 
last dying wish,” Hepworth said. 
“They can simply be alternative 
medicine to heal the body and 
spirit - a welcome respite after a 
rough round of chemotherapy or 
a long hospital stay - enabling our 
recipients and their partners to 
focus on something personally 
meaningful rather than on the 
everyday routine of an illness.” 

Since 1999, the foundation has 
been receiving recipient recom¬ 
mendations from Dr. Jacob 
Lalezari, director of Quest Clini¬ 
cal Research, and Barbara Bren¬ 


ner, executive director of Breast 
Cancer Action. The foundation 
now accepts requests from the 
community through its Web site - 
www.destinationfoundation.org - 
and other local agencies including 
WORLD (Women Organized to 
Respond to Life-threatening Dis¬ 
eases), Shanti, and the Charlotte 
Maxwell Complementary Clinic. 
All applicants must meet the 
foundation’s granting criteria, 
which include income and illness 
verification, trip approval from 
their physicians, and a meeting 
with the board of directors. 

The foundation has granted 
more dream trips in 2001 than in 
1999 and 2000 combined partly 
because of the foundation’s new 
domestic and weekend getaway 
outreach program. This program 
serves clients from other local San 
Francisco Bay Area agencies, ac¬ 
cording to Hepworth. 

The benefit at JohnFrank will 
take place from 7 to 10 p.m. Mon¬ 
day, October 22. Cocktails will be 
provided by Smirnoff and wine 
provided by BV Wines. The 
restaurant is located at 2100 Mar¬ 
ket Street.

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State Senate lines slice 
through heart of Castro

C alling it a classic example of 
gerrymandering, the city’s 
disparate LGBT political 
groups are banding together for 
the first time in two decades to 
fight what they see as the political 
dissection of the Castro. Their ral¬ 
lying cry - the redrawn maps for 
state Senate Districts 3 and 8, with 
one boundary line running down 
the middle of Castro Street from 
17th to 23rd streets. 

“It appears that the new line is 
not only a slap in the face to the 
gay community, but by dividing 
the Castro down the middle, it 
also changes the distribution of 
the gay population,” said Theresa 
Sparks, a member of the Harvey 
Milk LGBT Democratic Club. 

Before the redistricting of the 
Castro, nearly 80 percent of the 
city’s gay district was represented 
by state Senator John Burton (D- 
San Francisco), and the district’s 
previous boundary lied in the Di¬ 
amond Heights neighborhood. 
Now, 60 percent remains in Bur¬ 
ton’s district and roughly 40 per¬ 
cent, the parts of the community

west of Castro Street, will fall into 
District 8, currently held by state 
Senator Jackie Speier (D-Hillsbor- 
ough). 

Burton told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter he was not aware the new 
line runs down the middle of Cas¬ 
tro Street until he was contacted 
by reporters and the community. 
He said he paid more attention to 
the redrawing of the congression¬ 
al districts during the redistricting 
debates. 

“The most contentious issues 
were about the new congressional 


districts not the Senate districts. I 
didn’t see the new line until some¬ 
one raised the issue after the bill 
had been signed,” said Burton. 

That is hard to believe, say 
LGBT political leaders. 

“Oh come on. John Burton is 
the brother of Phil Burton, the 
greatest gerrymanderer of the last 
century,” said Chris Bowman, the 
Log Cabin Republican’s secretary. 
“This is a classic gerrymander.” 

Unbeknownst to them until 
after Governor Gray Davis signed 
legislation depicting the new 
maps, the queer political activists 
are now pursuing legal action and 
political avenues to repair what 
they see as the slicing of the Cas¬ 
tro’s heart in two. 

“It is a significant decrease and 
a dilution of our political power,” 
said Jerry Threet, Milk Club pres¬ 
ident. 

The coalition of groups in¬ 
cludes the Milk Club, Alice B. Tok- 
las LGBT Democratic Club, the 
Log Cabin Republicans of San 
Francisco, the Transgender Politi¬ 
cal Caucus, and Bay Area Lawyers 
for Individual Freedom. The last

Gay softball team suffers on-field taunts

A San Francisco gay softball 
team has come one step 
closer to winning the City 
League championships, but not 
without being the recipients of 
homophobic remarks from a 
cheating opposing team. 

The SF Aftershock was playing 
the Cable Cars, a straight team, at 
Lang Field at Turk and Gough 
streets on Sunday, October 14. 
During the contentious game in 
which non-regulation bats were 
used, the opposing team was re¬ 
ported as taunting members of 
the Aftershock, even after being 
reprimanded for cheating. 

According to Marc Triplett, Af¬ 
tershock manager, and a co-chair 
of the San Francisco Gay Softball 
League, in the sixth inning, their 
opponents were seen using dou¬ 
ble-wall bats, which are not al¬ 
lowed in this league. The alu¬ 
minum bats make for stronger 
hits. 

“The ball comes off faster and 
harder,” said Triplett. “We caught 
one guy using the illegal bat,” after 


he had made a far-reaching home 
run. 

The umpire was told of this in¬ 
fraction after the home run. After 
the run was dismissed, the Cable 
Cars began what Triplett calls 
some “light verbal abuse,” calling 
the Aftershock, “bitches and ho’s”. 

The mostly gay team ignored 
the taunts, but when it grew to 
anti-gay slurs, they became upset. 

“We’re running a class act 
here,” said Triplett. “Nobody said 
anything about it in return.” The 
Aftershock went on to defeat the 
unruly cheaters 12-11. 

Triplett figures the taunts were 
partially resentful. “They don’t 
want to get beat by the gay guys,” 
he said. “After the game, some of 
the guys didn’t even shake hands 
with us afterward.” 

Robert Owens, Cable Car team 
manager for the past two years, of¬ 
fered a different perspective. 

“Both sides, I’d say, were name¬ 
calling,” he said in a telephone in¬ 
terview. 

Following the disqualification 
of the player, “Some words were 
exchanged. Then it kind of snow¬ 
balled.” 


While he did admit that “one 
of or two of our players were 
showing bad sportsmanship re¬ 
garding the illegal bat,” he also ac¬ 
cused some Aftershock fans of en¬ 
gaging in profanity-laden dis¬ 
course with a Cable Car team 
member’s wife. 

Owens, who was coaching 
third base at the time, said he did¬ 
n’t know what was said between 
players. “I knew it was some ver¬ 
bal exchange.” 

When asked who he believes 
initiated the unsportsmanlike 
conduct, Owens said, “I don’t 
know about starting it.” 

He said, however, that it was 
only after the allegedly cheating 
player hit a third home run that 
the illegal bat was pointed out. 

“The score was 8-1 in their 
[Aftershock’s] favor. My player 
made three home runs, then they 
called an illegal bat.” 

Although admitting that the 
umpire “did disqualify the home 
run and the player was out,” he 
criticized the events as unfortu¬ 
nate. 

“I believe the umpire didn’t 
have control of the game.” ▼

T he Edge bar, 414918th Street, 

■ October 7, 4:45 p.m.: Police 
were called to the Edge on 
report of a battery and found a 
man held in custody by the bar¬ 
tenders, and another man who 
had a swollen eye. According to 
the man with a shiner, the suspect 
assaulted him after becoming 
angry over his place in the 
bathroom line. The man 
stated he was waiting 
for the restroom, 
when suddenly the 
suspect pushed 
ahead of him, saying. 

“You’re not going 
before me.” An ar¬ 
gument ensued 
and the suspect 
punched the vic¬ 
tim in the eye. The 
victim wrestled his assailant to the 
ground, sitting on him until bar¬ 
tenders pulled him off and called 
police. The 38-year-old line-cutter 
was taken to Mission Station 
where he was charged with bat¬ 
tery. An additional charge of re¬ 


sisting arrest was added after he 
allegedly kicked the door of his jail 
cell repeatedly and wrestled with 
officers who tried to subdue him. 

Double crossed 

Castro and Market, October 12, 
11:30 p. m.: Two men were walking 
with the light in the crosswalk at 
Castro and Market when suddenly 
their path was blocked by a white 
Honda whose drivers misjudged 
the crosswalk. Angry, the men 
kicked the door of the car 
and yelled at the driver 
to watch where he was 
going. The driver and 
two passengers exited 
the vehicle and all five 
started pushing each 
other. Two other 
men jumped out of 
the car and urged 
the others to get 
back inside. The 
three complied, but as they drove 
away, one of the disgruntled walk¬ 
ers jumped on the hood and 
ripped the wipers off the wind¬ 
shield. The car stopped and the 
man jumped off. Several more ob¬ 
scenities were exchanged. As the 


vehicle continued westbound on 
Market, a bottle was thrown out 
the window, shattering on impact. 
The white Honda, with an un¬ 
known license plate, was last seen 
westbound on Market. Respond¬ 
ing police were unable to find it. 
Both walkers were uninjured, but 
police admonished them for their 
role in the incident. 

Stoned 

Outside Starbucks, 4096 18th 
Street, October 10, 11:45 p.m.: 
While inside the coffee shop, sev¬ 
eral people witnessed a man lin¬ 
gering outside acting strangely. 
After about 30 minutes, the man 
suddenly grabbed a rock and for 
no apparent reason smashed the 
windshield of a car parked near¬ 
by. Stunned onlookers surround¬ 
ed the man as several people di¬ 
aled 911. The man complied with 
the group, dropped the rock, and 
calmly waited until police arrived. 
When asked why he had smashed 
the windshield the man noncha¬ 
lantly told officers, “It’s just a 
game I play.” The 44-year-old man 
was taken to Mission Station and 
booked for vandalism. ▼ 



Judge moves dog 
mauling trial to LA

|P|| espite objections from pros¬ 
it § ecutors, the trial of the hus- 
iWP band-wife keepers of the 
two dogs involved in the fatal 
mauling of Diane Whipple will be 
moved to Los Angeles. 

A judge ordered the move dur¬ 
ing a change of venue hearing last 
Friday, October 12, which was 
marked by an unusual entrance by 
defendant Marjorie Knoller, who 
faces a charge of second-degree 
murder. 

Knoller guardedly limped into 
the courtroom and appeared to 
cringe in pain with each step. She 
winced as she slowly eased into 
her seat. During part of the hear¬ 
ing, she rested her head on the de¬ 
fense table. No mention was made 
of her health. Her attorney, Nedra 
Ruiz, left court without talking to 
reporters and didn’t return the 
Bay Area Reporter's call seeking 
comment. Officials at the San 
Francisco County jail, where she 
and her husband, Robert Noel, are 
being held, has a policy of not re¬ 
leasing medical information 
about those in custody. 

Knoller was with the dogs dur¬ 
ing the January 26 hallway attack 
on Whipple, her next door neigh¬ 
bor. Noel is being charged with in¬ 
voluntary manslaughter. Both also 
face charges of keeping a mischie¬ 
vous animal that killed a human 
being. 

San Francisco Superior Court 
Judge James Warren said he nar¬ 
rowed down the-Jchoices of coun¬ 
ties under consideration to three, 
all in Southern California: River¬ 
side, San Diego, and Los Angeles. 

Assistant District Attorney Jim 
Hammer said he favored San 
Diego. He cited a poll conducted 
by the defense that showed that 
45-percent of potential jurors 
there had no opinion about the 
couple’s guilt or innocence. No 
poll was conducted of potential 
Los Angeles jurors. 

Hammer brought up the re¬ 


cent rash of publicity in Los An¬ 
geles over a woman who placed a 
classified ad in the Los Angeles 
Times offering for sale the grand- 
puppies of Bane, the male dog 
who instigated the attack on 
Whipple. Hammer also said that 
L.A. is the tabloid media center of 
the country and would be more 
prone to sensationalistic coverage. 

Ruiz argued that Los Angeles 
would be a better location, in part 
because of the greater number of 
flights from the Bay Area. Ruiz 
also reminded Warren that Whip¬ 
ple once lived in San Diego. In a 
surprising twist, Ruiz spoke in 
support of the efforts ofWhipple’s 
partner, Sharon Smith, to change 
the law to give her the right to sue 
for wrongful death. 

Just two days after the hearing, 
Governor Gray Davis signed AB25 
into law. Among other provisions, 
it gives gay couples comparable 
rights in civil cases. Smith testified 
for its passage in Sacramento at 
the invitation of the bill’s author, 
Assemblywoman Carole Migden 
(D-San Francisco.) 

“Ms. Whipple didn’t die in 
vain,” said Ruiz. “Her death ac¬ 
complished a legally unheard of 
precedence-shattering event, that 
her partner could sue and obtain 
justice,” she said referring to a civil 
court judge’s decision to allow 


Smith to proceed with her wrong¬ 
ful death suit against Noel and 
Knoller despite state law that at 
the time only gave that right to 
married couples. “These events 
have transformed Ms. Whipple 
into a true heroine” said Ruiz. “A 
heroine of gay rights. 

“On a personal note I believe 
that Ms. Smith had every right to 
sue and she’s vindicated the rights 
of same-sex couples all over 
America.” 

That comment didn’t sit well 
with Hammer, who blasted Ruiz 
when he was given an opportuni¬ 
ty for counter arguments. 

“I’m glad that Ms. Ruiz recog¬ 
nizes the sanctity of the relation¬ 
ship between Ms. Whipple and 
Sharon Smith,” said the openly gay 
prosecutor. “Her clients called it a 
sham and that in part has gener¬ 
ated such nasty publicity in the 
last couple of weeks.” 

Noel’s attorney, Bruce 
Hotchkiss, reiterated some of 
Ruiz’s arguments about why Los 
Angeles is the best place for the 
trial. He told Warren that Los An¬ 
geles County’s larger population 
meant a bigger jury pool and an 
increased chance of finding an im¬ 
partial jury. He also suggested that 
the case could “take over” the

I f there is one place to be this 
week as a queer, sex-positive, 
or gender bending member of 
the community, it is the “Pagan 
New Year Masquerade: a Hal¬ 
loween Warm-Up Sex Fest,” at 
Club 220 at the Campus Theatre 
on Friday, October 19. 

The event features Annie 
Sprinkle’s “Topless Tarot” read¬ 
ings; sex doctor and Pride Parade 
grand marshal Carol Queen; the 
lesbian porn duo Jackie Strano 
and Shar Rednour; the Sisters of 
Perpetual Indulgence; writer Kirk 
Read; DJ Mermaid; Heather and 
Jeb; mi blue; Katy Bell; Thea Hill¬ 
man; and The Hidden Heaven. 
Go-go dancers, a raffle, and a cos¬ 
tume contest complete the scene. 

The event is a benefit for Willie 
Walker, co-founder of the GLBT 
Historical Society who recently 
retired due to health complica¬ 
tions from hepatitis C. 

Walker awaits a liver trans¬ 
plant through the University of 
California, San Francisco, his only 
true hope for long-term survival. 
Because there is always a shortage 
of organs, livers in particular have 
increasingly been recruited from 
“living donors,” whereby surgery 
takes just a section of the donor’s 
organ, and the remaining tissue 
regenerates to regular size within 
weeks. However, no living donor 
with type-O blood has stepped 
forward, and in the meantime, 
Walker must struggle to make 
ends meet. 

Walker, still an avid historian 
who happily lends his services 
and collections to all those inter¬ 
ested, describes himself as “a 
cranky old coot whose heroes are 
Emma Goldman, Pee Wee Her¬ 
man, and Gromit the dog. 

“He’s one of a handful of peo¬ 
ple,” his bio continues, “who ac¬ 
tually chose to become down¬ 
wardly mobile in the 1990s by ob¬ 
taining his master of library and 
information science degree, end¬ 
ing his long career as a registered 
nurse and becoming a profession¬ 
al archivist. He has worked exten¬ 
sively with historical records and 
papers dealing with local history, 
the labor movement, queer com¬ 
munities, the AIDS epidemic, and 
homoerotica. In 1985 Walker co¬ 
founded the LGBT Historical So¬ 
ciety of Northern California, 
where he twice served as archivist. 
When possible, he continues 


work on a manuscript about the 
major photographers of the phys¬ 
ical culture and physique move¬ 
ments.” 

Those who have ever enjoyed 
an exhibit of Bay Area queer cul¬ 
ture - from porn to fetish to ac¬ 
tivism - most likely have Walker 
to thank for his efforts in docu¬ 
menting and preserving LGBT 
history. 

Friday’s event carries a $20- 
$30 sliding scale entrance fee, 
which will directly benefit Walk¬ 
er’s efforts to live and thrive while 
he awaits a potential transplant. 
Doors open at 8:30 p.m., and the 
show runs from 9 p.m. to 1 a.m. 
The venue is located at 220 Jones 
Street, two blocks north of Mar¬ 
ket. Dress outrageously or come 
as you are. ▼

L ocal heroes and exemplary 
organizations will be recog¬ 
nized by the GLBT Histori¬ 
cal Society of Northern California 
at the 12th annual Community 
History Awards ceremony next 
Thursday, October 25, from 6:30 
to 8:30 p.m. 

Honorees include Judy Grahn 
as “Woman of the Year,” a lesbian 
feminist poet, cultural critic, ac¬ 
tivist, historian, teacher, publisher, 
and anthropologist. Born in 1940, 
Grahn left home at the age of 17, 
joined the Navy, and was dis¬ 
charged in 1961 for being a lesbian. 
In 1963, she picketed the White 
House with homophile activists. In 
her 20s, she re-committed herself 
to her love of writing, and her 
works have included the popular 
reference Another Mother Tongue: 
Gay Words, Gay Worlds, and the 
poetic volumes Queen of Swords 
and Queen of Wands. On the power 
of language, Grahn once said that 
“We can change a society, era, or 
even a world by altering its 
rhythms, stories, and imagery.” 

The “Man of the Year” award 
will go to Andrew Brother Elk, a 
founding member of the Harvey 
Milk Institute and an active schol¬ 
ar and activist. Brother Elk 
“helped turned an idea into an or¬ 
ganization,” according to HMI

colleagues; was a leader in secur¬ 
ing funding for land conservation 
and biodiversity in Central Amer¬ 
ica and Asia; and works on a 
broad range of civil rights issues 
for both Native Americans and 
queer people. In 2001 he co¬ 
founded “Weaving Our Roots: 
Native Arts in the Parks.” 

The “Organization of the Year” 
award will go to Friends of 1800 
Market, the group that led the ef¬ 
fort to preserve the historic Fallon 
Building during construction of 
the new LGBT Community Cen¬ 
ter. And the historical society’s 
“Founder’s Award” will go to 
Berkeley’s Pacific Center for 
Human Growth, the third oldest 
LGBT center in the country.

Historical Society reception 
honors Bay Area leaders 
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In the Navy 


T here are two disturbing censorship is¬ 
sues that have come to light recently 
that are of great concern to us. Most 
directly related to the LGBT community was 
the photo taken last week aboard the USS 
Enterprise that showed a bomb loaded on 
an airplane with the anti-gay slogan “HIGH 
JACK [sic] THIS FAGS” scrawled in chalk. 
The message is problematic because it is in 
direct violation of the military’s failed 
“Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” policy that is sup¬ 
posed to address harassment of gays in the 
military. Whoever wrote that message obvi¬ 
ously harbors serious anti-gay sentiment 
and the Navy has an obligation to account 
for the incident. It’s safe to say that the Navy 
would never permit service personnel to 
write a racial epithet on a bomb and would 
be publicly chastised if the n-word appeared 
in chalk on U.S. government property. 

The photo, taken by an Associated Press 
photographer, did not include a caption that 
addressed the anti-gay message so clearly vis¬ 
ible in the picture; rather, a generic descrip¬ 
tion was used, in effect, avoiding the issue of 
why the military was sanctioning homopho¬ 
bic slurs on government property. AP quick¬ 
ly removed the photo from distribution after 
discussions with the Gay and Lesbian Al¬ 
liance Against Defamation. The problem 
with that action, as we see it, is that GLAAD 
was not asking the company to remove - and 
in effect censor - the photo; on the contrary, 
GLAAD wanted the wire service to run the 
photo with a story examining the anti-gay 
angle or at least accurately identify the mes¬ 
sage in the accompanying caption. In re¬ 
moving the picture, AP took the easy way out 
and the general public was denied its right to 
know why the Navy let someone get away 
with writing such a message. 

There is also the recent decision by the 
major television networks to edit and possi¬ 
bly withhold any tapes released by suspected 
terrorist Osama bin Laden and others in his 
al Qaeda network. The Bush administration 
is concerned that hidden, coded messages in 
the tapes may be broadcast to terror cells. 
While this claim is unfounded, the networks 
decided to self-censor themselves and, in so 
doing, capitulated to National Security Ad¬ 
viser Condoleezza Rice’s alleged fears. 

That decision was wrong. We want to 
hear what bin Laden has to say. We suspect 
the American public is smart enough to 
read between the lines and pick out likely 
propaganda spewed by bin Laden. Since bin 
Laden’s tapes have been released to the 
Qatar-based Al-Jazeera network, those in 


the Arabic-speaking world are hearing what 
he has to say, and we should too: we need to 
hear his messages; we need to know what is 
driving our enemies. We see pictures every¬ 
day of people in other countries protesting 
against the United States and part of the 
reason for their protests is that bin 
Laden has struck a chord with them 
about various issues, including 
the conflict in the Middle East , 
and their anger at the United 
States. 

The networks need to reevaluate 
their initial response and air any future 
tapes in their entirety. 

On the anthrax front, we ap¬ 
plaud the initiative of Senator 
Charles Schumer (D-New 
York), who this week called on 
the administration to invoke a little known 
statute that would enable the U.S. to obtain 
generic versions of Cipro, the antibiotic ap¬ 
proved in the treatment of anthrax. Schumer 
is worried that the country doesn’t have ade¬ 
quate stocks of the drug and relies on a single 
drug company to supply it; he emphasized 
that the generic version of the drug would be 
significantly cheaper than the Cipro produced 
by German drugmaker Bayer AG. 

Within hours of Schumer’s proposal to 
relax Bayer’s patent on Cipro, the company 


announced that it was tripling its Cipro pro¬ 
duction. As Schumer said Tuesday night, his 
plan got the company’s immediate attention. 

Taking Schumer’s proposal further, howev¬ 
er, we can see great advantages for opening the 
door wider to generic versions of AIDS drugs 
for which developing countries have been beg¬ 
ging. For months, drug companies with 
patents on AIDS medications have been 
reluctant to loosen those patents which 
would allow generic versions of their 
drugs to be made. Some countries, like 
Brazil, have gotten around the issue and 
are producing generic AIDS drugs; other 
countries, notably those in Africa, are 
in desperate need of the cheaper 
pills for the millions of people 
infected with HIV. 

Since September 11, we 
have seen the government respond to an 
array of problems at a pace much quicker 
than normal; now, with the threat of bioter¬ 
rorism lurking across the country as more 
anthrax cases are discovered daily, it would 
behoove Health and Human Services Secre¬ 
tary Tommy Thompson to follow up on 
Schumer’s suggestion. Not only would it 
save money and make more of the anthrax¬ 
fighting drug available but could lead to a 
new era in getting AIDS medications to mil¬ 
lions around the world. T 




Now, more than ever, 
America needs our stories

T his weekend, October 19-21, gay and 
lesbian writers from around the coun¬ 
try will gather in San Francisco for the 
fourth annual Lambda Literary Festival. 
There will be lectures and workshops, panels 
and readings. Rising authors will be recog¬ 
nized, pioneering authors honored. There will 
be more than a few parties and, if the past is 
any guide, no lack of flirting and cruising. 

Why, you might ask, would writers get 
together at a time like this? Isn’t there some¬ 
thing more important they can do? 

The answer is that, no, there is nothing 
more important for them to do. Art is how 
we make sense of the chaos and emotion of 
life. Literature more than any other art form 
makes that experience understandable. Our 
stories give events both horrible and won¬ 
derful a beginning, a middle, an end. 

Now, more than ever, America needs our 
stories. For 20 years, a full generation, our 
writers have been grappling with an unseen 
enemy. This enemy can plant the seeds of 
our destruction unnoticed in a moment of 
joy. This enemy has taken its casualties al¬ 
most at random. And, yes, the merchants of 
hate have told us, this is our own fault. For 
20 years, AIDS has permeated our lives and 


our dreams and our writers have struggled 
to make sense of it. 

Poet Essex Hemphill told us what it is 
like to have fear invade our most tender, in¬ 
timate moments. Novelist David Feinberg 
captured the passion of a life that knew it 
would be too soon cut short. Novelist 
Sarah Schulman took us into the gritty 
streets of the East Village when it was 
another kind of ground zero. Nov¬ 
elist, playwright, and activist Larry 
Kramer took ail our rage and anger 
at an unseeing world and hurled it 
back with redoubled force. Play¬ 
wright Craig Lucas showed us the 
tenderness and struggles 
of long time companions. 

Poet Mark Doty placed us 
at a lovers bedside and 
kept us there through the vomit and the 
beauty of life’s last moments. 

These are just some of the writers who 
have achieved some public recognition. 
How many more did not? For the past two 
years, it has been my privilege to publish 
some of the writers who were cut off just as 
they were finding their talents. Since be¬ 
coming editor of the Lambda Literary 
Foundation’s quarterly magazine, the James 
White Review, Patrick Merla has dedicated 
himself to making sure that the lost voices 


of the AIDS epidemic are heard once again. 
Walta Borowski, Tim Dlugos, Rick Sand- 
ford, Joe Brainerd: wonderful writers, even 
if few recognize their names. And as I read 
them, often for the first time, a common 
thread emerges. Despite the inferno of dis¬ 
ease racing through their lives, their words 
contain a huge zest for living. 

This is why our writers gather, must gath¬ 
er, in the coming days. Too many voices have 
been lost to AIDS. There is a rising 
generation knocking at the door, 
with new stories to tell. Their voic¬ 
es must not be lost to neglect, to 
inattention, to the mistaken belief 
that our lives are trivial, our 
words unimportant. 

And that is why Amer¬ 
ica needs us now. We have 
been there. We have descended into the death 
and destruction of a terrible epidemic and we 
have emerged to say, do not give way to fear 
and despair: the spirit survives. T

Castro divided 

On September 26 the governor signed new state 
Senate, Assembly, Board of Equalization, and U.S. 
congressional districts into law. Two days later, the at¬ 
torney general submitted the new boundaries for the 
state Senate and congressional districts to the United 
States Attorney General for review. The new district 
lines for the 3rd and 8th Senate districts split the 
LGBT communities in half. More specifically, the line 
runs down the middle of Castro Street from 23rd 
Street to 17th Street, with the west side in District 8 
and the east side in District 3. 

It is astonishing to me that no one in the LGBT po¬ 
litical establishment seems to be concerned about this 
obvious act to diminish the electoral significance of 
our community. Instead, our leaders, organizations 
and activists argue about what Carole Migden did to 
Mark Leno, or whether Harry Britt endorsed one per¬ 
son or another or whether Tom Ammiano can really 
become mayor without the more moderate faction of 
the LGBT community. While we spend our time and 
energies bickering among ourselves, a house divided, 
our political future is being gerrymandered into 
oblivion. 

I call upon all of our leaders to immediately contact 
state Attorney General Bill Lockyer and protest these 
new district boundaries as an obvious attempt to 
“deny or abridge our right to vote on account of mem¬ 
bership in a minority group.” I also believe we should 
gather our political will, set our differences aside, pool 
our collective talents, and coalesce behind a single can¬ 



didate for Assembly and treasurer and, over the next 
few years, single candidates for state Senate and mayor. 
We have extraordinary candidates for each of these of¬ 
fices in Mark Leno, Susan Leal, Carole Migden, and 
Tom Ammiano.

Title merely reflects reality 

Last week the B.A.R. ran a story concerning the 
hiring of an interim executive director at the AIDS 
Emergency Fund [“AEF hires interim executive direc¬ 
tor,” October 11], which, in the past, has been a very 
controversial topic within the organization and the 
AIDS community. 

AEF has always represented the original “compas¬ 
sionate response” to the AIDS epidemic and the 
power of volunteerism. It has always been a point of 
pride that the organization thrives without the “ben¬ 
efit” of AIDS professionals. While volunteers, includ¬ 
ing the hardest working board of directors in exis¬ 
tence, are what make the AIDS Emergency Fund and 
Breast Cancer Emergency Fund outstanding organi¬ 
zations, one staff member at AEF has been the “glue” 
holding the organization together through good times 
and bad since 1994. Peter Atanasio never cared what 
title his job carried. In fact, in 1996, the board asked 
him to assume the E.D. position officially. He de¬ 
clined, not because he was afraid of the reaction in the 
community, but rather because he simply believed in 
the original mission of the organization and its roots 
in volunteerism. 

Frankly, we should have insisted that he take on the 
E.D. role/title because it reflected the reality of the 
work he did, without complaint or proper remuner¬ 
ation, for years. The decision, in 2001, to hire an ex¬ 
ecutive director in response to Peter’s leaving the or¬ 
ganization, is simply an acknowledgment of what his 
position represented. The current board should be ap¬ 
plauded for its directness in addressing the issue of 
his replacement. 

More importantly, all of us in the HIV communi¬ 
ty owe Peter Atanasio a very big thank you.

I had worked for the U.S. Foreign Service and 
am particularly proud of my part in helping to nor¬ 
malize relationships between the U.S. and the coun¬ 
tries of Vietnam, Cambodia, and Laos in the mid- 
1980s. 

This said, I am not conflicted about our military 
engagement in Afghanistan. As much as I expected 
Bush to stumble (our boy president grew up in quick¬ 
ly the week of September 11), he has not. I believe be¬ 
tween Tony Blair’s guidance (Blair being the Clinton 
of England and refusal to let GBII start WW III), and 
Colin Powell’s refusal to get us into another Vietnam 
(as a Vietnam vet, he understands we must have a spe¬ 
cific objective and is committed to minimizing civil¬ 
ian and U.S. military casualties. And with his position 
on affirmative action, Powell is no darling of the rad¬ 
ical right), the Bush administration has impressed me 
by its restraint, rhetoric, clarity and objectives. 

We must keep in mind that we are dealing with a 
group of psychopathic religious zealots who make our 
radical right look like bedwetters.

Play on words 

We at Printed Leaf Press were delighted to see a re¬ 
view of Gerry Gomez Pearlberg’s second collection of 
poems, Mr. Bluebird in the August 10 issue of the 
B.A.R., and appreciate the many positive things Deb¬ 
orah Peifer had to say about the book. 

But Peifer misleads your readers by vigorously 
complaining about the book’s “sloppy copy-editing,” 
when in fact not a single error is to be found. Actual¬ 
ly, in both cases where Peifer complains of typo¬ 
graphical “errors,” it is the reviewer herself who has 
missed the mark. In the interest of fairness, I am writ¬ 
ing to clarify the matter. 

Pearlberg’s poem, “Somewhere in Wistconsin,” is 
not, as Peifer asserts, a misspelling of the state’s name, 
but a poetic morphing of the words “wistful” and 
“Wisconsin” which clearly reflects the poem’s central 
theme and which other reviewers and readers have 
recognized as such. 

Peifer also seems confused as to the meaning of the 
word “tressel.” “What kind of train travels over a tres- 
sel?” she asks incredulously, apparently unaware that 
Webster's Ninth Dictionary offers two spellings - tres¬ 
sel and trestle - as acceptable for describing “a braced 
framework ... for carrying a road or railroad over a 
depression.” In answer to Peifer’s question, Pearlberg 
wrote the poem while watching a real train travel over 
a real tressel - hence the word choice. As for the 
spelling, that too is entirely intentional, creating an 
eye rhyme with the word “restlessness” in the line 
which follows it. 

Ironically, both of Peifer’s examples of the book’s 
“sloppiness” are in fact illustrations of the poet’s ex¬ 
treme care in putting words to page, so these aspects 
of the review are especially disappointing. Pearlberg’s 
carefully wrought poems deserved a more attentive 
ajid careful review than Peifer - who seems quick to 
presume carelessness in others - was herself able to 
deliver. 

As one who clearly appreciates Pearlberg’s poetry, 
it would have been nice if Peifer had taken the time 
to consider whether her accusations of “sloppiness” 
was in fact correct - or if one of the copy editors at 
the B.A.R. had caught the reviewers own errors.

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Herrera for city attorney

I t should come as no surprise 
to anyone who’s been reading 
this column over the past cou¬ 
ple of months that I strongly sup¬ 
port Dennis Herrera for city at¬ 
torney and urge a vote for him on 
November 6. 

As a colleague of his on the San 
Francisco Police Commission for 
four years (including two and a 
half years while he was president) 
I’ve come to know Herrera as a 
friend, but more importantly, I’ve 
seen him in action as an extraor¬ 
dinarily able public servant. Not 
only is Herrera a top-notch lawyer 
(which certainly should be an es¬ 
sential credential for the city’s top 
legal officer) he is the only city at¬ 
torney candidate with a history of 
working with the gay, lesbian, bi¬ 
sexual, and transgender commu¬ 
nity on our critical issues and 
helping to elect our community’s 
candidates to office. 

I first met Herrera 
over a decade ago when 
the late lesbian pioneer 
Rikki Streicher intro¬ 
duced him as an old fam¬ 
ily friend. He expressed 
a desire then to get ac¬ 
tive in politics, and 
taking Streich- 
er’s advice, im¬ 
mersed himself 
in Carole 
Migden’s first campaign for su¬ 
pervisor. After that, it was domestic 
partners and other campaigns crit¬ 
ical to our community. Herrera 
was always one of those straight 
guys who understood from the 
start that progressive politics in this 
town meant working in coalition 
with the LGBT community. 

Herrera developed close 
friendships with many in our 
community before he went off to 
Washington in 1993 to run the 
day-to-day operations and man¬ 
age the 1,100-member staff of the 
Federal Maritime Administration 
under former President Bill Clin¬ 
ton and former Transportation 
Secretary Federico Pena. When 
Herrera returned to San Francis¬ 
co and rekindled his friendships 
and political alliances with many 
in our community, Mayor Willie 
Brown appointed him to the Pub¬ 
lic Transportation Commission, 
where he applied his expertise on 
transportation matters and 
worked to get Muni back on track. 
The mayor later appointed Her¬ 
rera to the high-profile Police 
Commission, where he again 
proved his understanding and 
commitment to our issues. 

Under Herrera’s leadership, gay 
and lesbian police officers rose to 
the highest ranks, to the point 
where one of the heirs-apparent to 
the current police chief is respect¬ 
ed lesbian Deputy Chief Mindy 
Pengel, a city resident and also a 
supporter of Herrera’s. Not only 
did the Police Department under 
Commission President Herrera 
expand its training in gay and les¬ 
bian issues, a few months ago it 
adopted historic guidelines and 
training mandates to end any pos¬ 
sible police mistreatment of trans¬ 
gender people in San Francisco. 

As a result of these and other 
accomplishments, Herrera has 
earned the enthusiastic support of 
transgender activists such as 
Theresa Sparks and Veronika 
Cauley, Harvey Milk Club ac¬ 
tivists Jeff Sheehy and Hank 
Wilson, and the overwhelming 
majority of the Alice B. Toklas 
LGBT Democratic Club. 

One of the most important 
and difficult responsibilities of

being president of the Police 
Commission is conducting hear¬ 
ings into allegations of police mis¬ 
conduct and assigning discipline 
when necessary. Because of Her¬ 
rera’s even-handed fairness, the 
adversaries in these disciplinary 
hearings, the Police Officers Asso¬ 
ciation and Mary Dunlap, the di¬ 
rector of the Office of Citizens 
Complaints, both support 
Herrera for city attor¬ 
ney. Perhaps more sig¬ 
nificantly, Herrera has 
bridged the rift be¬ 
tween Assembly¬ 
woman Carole 
Migden and Supervi¬ 
sor Mark Leno, both 
of whom are 
enthusiastic 
Herrera sup¬ 
porters. In ad¬ 
dition, Equal Benefits Advocates, 
former lesbian Supervisor Leslie 
Katz, and gay College Board 
Trustee Lawrence Wong are ac¬ 
tive members of the Herrera for 
City Attorney team. The late Har¬ 
vey Milk’s political strategist 
from the 1970s, Jim Rivaldo, is 
running the Herrera campaign. 

I personally know two of the 
three other candidates in the city 
attorney race; they are fine people 
and would likely serve the city well 
in the job. Dennis Herrera, howev¬ 
er, offers our community in partic¬ 
ular, and the city of San Francisco 
in general, a candidate we can trust 
and respect. Be assured he’s the 
best candidate in the race. Join me 
in voting for Dennis Herrera for 
city attorney on November 6.

You can read more than you 
want to know about the war on 
terrorism elsewhere; let’s just hope 
this thing is soon over, Osama bin 
Laden goes directly to hell, and 
Americans can soon get back to 
living the decent, good life that we 
deserve. Just be sure to take care of 
yourselves, folks ... enough said 
on that. 

Andre W. Lewis, whose fa¬ 
ther’s first cousin is U.S. Secretary 
of State Colin Powell, and who 
calls the prominent Republican his 
uncle, has been hired as deputy po¬ 
litical director of the Gray Davis 
re-election committee. Raised in 
Southern California, Lewis, 37, has 
worked in politics at the national, 
state, and local level and Davis’s 
aides say the governor only recent¬ 
ly found out he was in fact a 
nephew of the secretary of state. 

Senator Hillary Rodham 
Clinton (D-New York), the 
keynote speaker at the Human 
Rights Campaign’s recent annual 
dinner, said that surviving part¬ 
ners of gay and lesbian victims of 
the terrorist attacks of September 
11 should get the same help and 
benefits that the families of other 
victims get. “We have to make it 
very clear that what we’re fighting 
for is our values,” Senator Clinton, 
with husband in attendance, told 
the receptive crowd. 

Incidentally, my New York po¬ 


litical informants tell me that gays 
and lesbians in the world’s greatest 
city are quickly lining up behind 
Democrat Mark Green as their 
candidate for mayor in next 
month’s election; Green is op¬ 
posed by billionaire Republican 
communications executive 
Michael Bloomberg. 

Also in New York, a single 
night of comedy featuring Jerry 
Seinfeld, Chris Rock, Will Fer¬ 
rell, and others at Carnegie Hall 
raised nearly $2 million for the 
New York Police and Fire Widows 
and Children’s Fund. (Mayor 
Rudy Giuliani quietly tried to 
sneak in after the lights went 
down but instantly received a 
standing ovation, stopping the 
onstage show.) 

Giuliani, incidentally, is re¬ 
portedly a good friend of Califor¬ 
nia GOP gubernatorial candidate 
William Simon and has told the 
candidate he will campaign for 
him here before the primary 
against his Republican opponents, 
Richard Riordan and Bill Jones. 

Supervisor Mark Leno, the De¬ 
mocratic candidate for the 13th 
Assembly District, picked up the 
endorsements last week of Con- 
gressmembers Anna Eshoo and 
Lynn Woolsey, as well as state 
Senator Jackie Speier. 

In Kansas, state Senator Kay 
O’Connor (R) angered even her 
fellow GOP legislators when she 
made a speech in which she said 
that “women’s suffrage is a sign 
that American society doesn’t 
value the family enough.” O’Con¬ 
nor also said that she didn’t view 
the 19th Amendment allowing 
women the right to vote as some¬ 
thing to celebrate and that women 
would not feel the need to vote if 
men took care of them properly. 

Remember Andy Rooney, the 
80-something longtime commen¬ 
tator from CBS’ 60 Minutes , 
known in the past for his anti-gay 
cracks? Well, old Andy stepped in 
it again recently when he tried to 
get cute by poking fun at Presi¬ 
dent George W. Bush in saying 
that Bush didn’t sound too “swift” 
when he said that America’s ene¬ 
mies in Afghanistan think their 
“harbors are safe, but they won’t 
be safe forever.” Rooney was sure 
he was pointing out a presidential 
gaffe when he said that Bush 
should know that “Afghanistan is 
land-locked; it doesn’t have a har¬ 
bor.” Rooney received numerous 
on-air jibes from others for his 
flub. “If Rooney didn’t know the 
meaning of‘safe harbor’ he prob¬ 
ably thought the ‘underground 
railroad’ had tracks,” said one. 
Said another: “If he really thought 
Bush meant seaports, Andy must 
think that ‘wildlife preserves’ are 
breakfast jams.” A bit late, per¬ 
haps, Rooney realized that Bush - 
or whoever wrote the speech for 
him - was speaking metaphorical¬ 
ly, not literally, and said that he 
will apologize to the president. 
The guy never did get around to 
apologizing on the air for his past 
homophobic comments.

| n a gay community united in 
1 support of a just and necessary 
K war against a network of mass 
murderers and the theocratic dic¬ 
tatorship shielding them, a few 
isolated voices have distin¬ 
guished themselves by their 
mushy-headed disapproval. 

For these gay-left writers, 
the real enemies are not 
Islamic extremists who

Consider a recent article by the 
author Michael Bronski. Shortly 
after the September 11 attacks, 
some gay activists prematurely 
celebrated when it was believed 
“Don’t Ask, Don’t Tell” - the pol¬ 
icy of discharging openly gay ser¬ 
vice members - might be sus¬ 
pended during the crisis. Yet 


Bronski says he is “frightened” by 
the possibility that gays might be 
allowed to serve. “Why,” he asks, 
“would any gay and lesbian group 
be happy that ‘Don’t Ask, Don’t 
Tell’be lifted?” 

Bronski nostalgically lauds the 
gay liberationists of the late 1960s 
and early 1970s who sought 
“social justice, anti-racism, 
[and] anti-militarism.” 
He avers that gay liber¬ 
ation groups of that era 
would never have “advo¬ 
cated for the right of Amer¬ 
ican homosexuals to fight in 
Viet Nam [sic].” 

Bronski contrasts 
this with present- 
day gay-rights 
groups, who want the “‘right’ to be 
just like everyone else,” including 
the right to defend the country 
when it’s attacked. This is the fa¬ 
miliar charge of assimilation, the 
worst possible offense in the liber¬ 
ation^ catalogue. 

Instead of wrapping them¬ 
selves “in a flag of uncritical and 
unthinking patriotism,” writes 
Bronski, gay groups ought to sup-

ply “draft counselors” to young 
gay men who might want to resist 
a future draft. 

Someone should tell Bronski 
it’s not 1968 anymore and the 
Vietnam War is over. September 
11 was the bloodiest single day in 
American history, with thousands 
of civilians killed by a foreign 
enemy on American soil for the 


ened. 

However flawed, Bronski’s 
world view is at least coherent, a 
charge that can’t be leveled at the 
next nervous Nellie of the left. 
Matt Lum, writing in the Texas 
Triangle, reports it’s been “discon¬ 
certing” to see “all these red, white 
and blue flags flapping in my face 
everywhere I go.” With all the self-

first time in 185 years. Whatever 
the ideological fixations of a by¬ 
gone era - and Bronski is wrong 
as a matter of history to suggest 
gays in the 1960s weren’t fighting 
to end discrimination in the mili¬ 
tary - many gay Americans today 
want very much to serve their 
country. That’s true even - no, es¬ 
pecially- when it’s directly threat- 


satisfaction of someone who 
imagines he’s just discovered a po¬ 
litical phenomenon, he snickers: 
“All this talk of freedom and op¬ 
portunity, the American spirit. For 
some.” 

Lum pronounces himself “sus¬ 
picious” when students recite the 
words “One nation, under God” 
during the Pledge of Allegiance. 


Next, Lum takes shots at Presi¬ 
dent Bush for saying the terrorists 
“misunderestimated” him and for 
predicting a “winning victory,” as 
if a verbal miscue matters next to 
the administration’s widely-ac¬ 
claimed, adroit handling of com¬ 
plex diplomatic and military strat¬ 
egy- 

I suppose this elevation of 
form over substance - of words 
over policy - is what we should 
expect of a generation raised on 
Bill Clinton’s politics. 

After creatively observing that 
“this whole thing seems to be 
more about beef and petroleum 
than anything else,” Lum closes: 
“Practice peace, people.” 

Guess what, Mr. Lum? You 
have the “freedom and opportuni¬ 
ty” to criticize a sitting president 
at a time of supreme national cri¬ 
sis precisely because, when the 
need arose, your forebears had 
“the American spirit” at which 
you sneer to give their lives to de¬ 
fend your rights. 

I guess we can’t expect the 
same of Lum, who is discombob- 
ulated by waving flags. But it’s a 
little bit too much to admonish us 
to “practice peace” when we’re still 
shoveling up the ashes of 6,000 
dead. 

Perhaps the most tortured re¬ 
action comes from gay-left activist 
Pokey Anderson, writing in Hous¬ 
ton’s OutSmart magazine. The 
September 11 attack, she writes, 
quoting a wise and knowledgeable 
uncle, “‘is the fruit of our cal¬ 
loused arrogant affluence flaunt¬ 
ed before helpless people for 
decades and decades of their suf¬ 
ferings.’” 

This about a country that has 
been more generous with its hard- 
earned riches than any before in 
history. 

Instead of “blindly bombing” 
in a mad desire “to lash out at 
somebody, anybody,” Anderson 
advises that we rethink our oppo¬ 
sition to “numerous treaties such 
as the Kyoto Protocol” on global 
warming and attend gatherings 
like the recent “World Conference 
Against Racism,” memorable 
mostly for its anti-Semitism. 

I have news for Anderson. 
We’re not blindly bombing 
Afghanistan; in fact, given the cir¬ 
cumstances, we’ve been almost 
unbelievably restrained in our ef¬ 
forts not to harm innocents, even 
at the expense of quickly elimi¬ 
nating the terrorists who threaten 
us with every passing day. A truly 
militarist nation, lashing out at 
anybody and blinded by flapping 
flags and unthinking patriotism, 
would have disposed of the mat¬ 
ter with a couple of well-placed 
nukes. 

Osama bin Laden and his syn¬ 
dicate will not be satisfied by a 
more equal distribution of wealth 
or more global warming treaties 
or more conferences denouncing 
racism. They are not motivated, as 
some on the left imagine, by the 
left’s own long list of grievances 
against the West. 

No, Mr. Bronski, Mr. Lum, and 
Ms. Anderson, they just want you 
dead. And they want you dead be¬ 
cause you live in a strong country 
that defends religious pluralism 
and individual liberty, which they 
abhor. 

Now would you please let the 
rest of us get on with the business 
of figuring out how to defend you 
against them? T

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A few words with you

O ne of the hardest parts of 
writing a column is mak¬ 
ing sure that my readers 
will be able to understand what I 
am trying to say. Trying to ex¬ 
plain transgenderism while using 
transgender-specific terms can 
only make it harder. 

I know what I mean when I 
say “transgender” but I have to 
guess at what you might think I 
mean when I say it. I use it as an 
umbrella term, including all who 
transcend the gender assigned to 
them at birth. Not all agree with 
me on that usage, and I suspect 
many of those reading would 
contest such a broad definition. 

Of course, I’ve also defined it 
is a more flippant tone: I can’t say 
exactly what transgender means, 
but I know it when I see it. 
Not that such a statement 
answers our query. 

Usually when one is 
questioning the meaning 
of a word, they turn a 
standard reference, such 
as the dictio¬ 
nary. Unfortu¬ 
nately, “trans¬ 
gender” has not 
made it to all the dictionaries, 
and even those that do include it 
often have unsatisfactory defini¬ 
tions to offer. 

The American Heritage Dictio¬ 
nary has two definitions for 
transgendered, though the sec¬ 
ond is disposable. The first isn’t 
much better: “appearing as, wish¬ 
ing to be considered as, or having 
undergone surgery to become a 
member the opposite sex.” 

It’s actually not as bad as I 
paint it to be. Given that the word 
is still in dispute in transgender 
circles, I can appreciate that the 
good folks from the Hutton Mif¬ 
flin Company even made an ef¬ 
fort. 

There are those who are trans¬ 
sexual-identified (although some 
of them would even take offense 
at being called transsexual) who 
claim that transgender does not 
include those who have opted for 
surgery - it is only for those who 
have opted to live in a chosen 
gender. I’ve even heard some who 
have given the exact opposite de¬ 
finition, claiming that it only 
refers to those who have opted 
for surgical intervention, and not 
to those who are quite content 
with original factory equipment. 

While I’m digging through the 
dictionary, I note that the defini¬ 
tion for transsexual is almost ex¬ 
actly the same as transgendered, 
defining a transsexual as either 
“one who wishes to be considered 
by society as a member of the op¬ 
posite sex,” or “one who has un¬ 
dergone a sex change.” 

Confusing indeed. 

Of course, if one is trying to 
define by “sex change,” then we 
get stuck defining just what that 
means. The term has lost favor 
over “sexual reassignment 
surgery” or “genital reconstruc¬ 
tion surgery,” amongst other 
variations, but generally refers to 
taking one set of genitals and re¬ 
placing them with another. 

It’s not as easy as of that, how¬ 
ever. While that may apply for a 
male-to-female person, the line is 
not as hard and fast for female-to- 
males. The ability to construct a 
good, functional penis is just not 
at the same level as the surgical 
construction of a vagina. Given 
the overall quality, coupled with 
the high incidence of complica¬ 
tions, a lot of guys opt to pass on 
that bit of cutting in favor of 


keeping what they have to begin 
with. I don’t blame them. 

Does that mean that a female- 
to-male who doesn’t get a surgi¬ 
cally-created penis isn’t a “prop¬ 
er” transsexual, or is the de¬ 
finition at fault? If 
surgery is the dividing 
line, then perhaps an 
FTM is defined at the 
time of a chest recon¬ 
struction, or maybe when 
a hysterectomy 
is pursued. Of 
course, not 
many define a 
transsexual by when they have 
surgery, and some even consider 
themselves to no longer be trans¬ 
sexual once they have opted for a 
snip or two. 

See how confusing this can be? 
It can be almost impossible to re¬ 
ally hammer down all the terms 
into a meaningful definition that 
will be widely accepted. Even 
those who take the opposite gen¬ 
der role occasionally face termi¬ 
nology confusion, with some see¬ 
ing “cross dresser” as the pre¬ 
ferred term, while others prefer 
“transvestite.” That doesn’t even 
touch on drag king, drag queen, 
male impersonator, or female 
mimic. 

Of course, that points out an¬ 
other problem that creeps into 
the mix. If none of the terms 
seem to fit, then the standard has 
been to make up your own. New 
terms pop out of nowhere every 
few years, and given that I can’t 
keep up with them all, I hardly 
expect anyone else to. I tend to 
only use the more unique terms 
when nothing else will do - and 
that is pretty rare. 


After all, it can be hard 
enough just to get the basics of 
transgender identity, without 
terms like femmiphile and autog- 
ynephilia popping in and out of 
the transgender vernacular. Don’t 
worry if you don’t know what 
femmiphile and autogynephilia 
mean: only one of them is cur¬ 
rently used with any frequency, 
and it’s very hotly contested - but 
I digress. 

Even “transgender” itself is a 
relative new term. It can be traced 
back into the 1980s, with some 
effort, but only gained wide¬ 
spread acceptance in the mid- 
1990s. It was originally intended 
to only refer to those who live full 
time in a chosen gender, but do 
not have surgery. It was certainly 
not meant to refer to the whole 
spectrum of what we now refer to 
as “transgender identity.” 

So what to do? With all these 
terms, and all the possible - and 
often contradictory - definitions 
for them, it is a surprise that we 
are able to communicate at all. 

I suspect it all boils down to a 
game of wait and see, and hold¬ 
ing out some hope that all these 
terms will eventually settle into 
something useful, easy to define, 
and maybe even catchy. 

Until then, I’m sticking with 
knowing transgender when I see 
it. I hope you can too. ▼

Families Coalition, as she 
bounced inside a giant inflatable 
red dinosaur near to the end of 
this year’s Family Day celebration 
on Saturday, October 13.

of the mothers of an 18-month- 
old as he bawled by the jump tent. 

A child in an alternative family 
often faces exclusion from the so¬ 
cial structures of the straight 
world, because his or her parents 
are often defined by others, par¬ 
ticularly the religious right, as 
“different.” Deaner founded the 
coalition to bring together fami¬ 
lies with LGBT members and let 
the kids, and their parents, know 
that there are plenty of others like 
them and, in Deaner’s words, “give 
substance to a whole population 
which legally doesn’t exist.” 

San Francisco Supervisor Mark 
Leno presented a certificate from the 
board, which praised Deaner, not 
only for her work in building AOFC, 
but for being the “lesbian mother of 
a San Francisco teenager.” 

“We feel lucky. Our daughter 
won two prizes at the raffle. We 
officially became domestic part¬ 
ners just about an hour ago,” said 
Laura Horn as partner Margaret 
Miller beamed beside her. 

Fourteen couples registered at 
the fair on Saturday anticipating 
that Governor Gray Davis would 
sign Assemblywoman Carole 
Migden’s (D-San Francisco) As¬ 
sembly Bill 25 on Sunday. The bill, 
which Davis did sign [see story, 
page 1 ] provides the most com¬ 
prehensive guarantees for the civil 
rights of gay and lesbian couples 
in the history of the state of Cali¬ 


fornia by elevating the status of 
domestic partners here. 

James DeVinny and Jim De- 
LaHunt represented Marriage 
Equality California at the panel 
discussion on political activism. 
“You’re not going to get true 
equality without using the ‘m’ 
word,” said DeLaHunt of AB25. 

“One thousand and forty nine 
laws are effected by marriage sta¬ 
tus,” added DeVinny. “It’s going to 
be a big long struggle.” 

Away from the panel discus¬ 
sions, some people gathered or 
gave out information about vari¬ 
ous services for the community. 

“I feel okay,” said a slightly 
wilted Camille Maran as she stood 
next to the information table for 
the soon-to-be- opened LGBT 
Community Center. In addition 
to explaining about the center’s 
programs, showing the diagrams 
and pictures, she had spent the 
day applying temporary tattoos of 
the center’s logo and giving away 
glow-in-the-dark pens, a major 
hit among the pre-teen set, also 
customized with the center’s logo 
and which, with a twist of the top, 
revealed a bubble-blowing wand. 

Moura Shannon arrived late, 
but was happy to make it to the 
event. “It’s really nice to be here. We 
were late getting here. We just got 
here,” she said. “We have a new 
baby and we’re really overwhelmed 
with the basic things in life.” ▼ 


LGBT family groups unite

S an Francisco’s All Our Families Coalition will merge with East 
Bay-based Our Family to form a combined organization to 
be called “Our Family Coalition” according to AOFC’s deputy 
director Charles Spiegel. 

The combined organization will move into new space at the 
LGBT Community Center in San Francisco when it opens in De¬ 
cember, where they hope to offer expanded programs, including a 
day-care center. 

Spiegel will serve as interim director of the new group while its 
board searches for a permanent salaried executive director. 

“The most obvious change is that we will have paid staff, an ex¬ 
ecutive director,” said Beth Gerstein, chair of the planning com¬ 
mittee for Our Family. 

While AOFC has had paid staff for several years, Our Family has 
been a volunteer organization. 

“Our Family has been about establishing social networks,” ex¬ 
plained AOFC board member Elaine Herscher. “AOFC has been 
more political, coalition building. So we’re merging two comple¬ 
mentary organizations.” 

“Planning social events, that kind of stuff, we hope will stay the 
same,” continued Gerstein. “We don’t want this to be just a San 
Francisco-based organization. We try to go all over the place.” 

AOFC’s director and founder Cheryl Deaner will step down, 
Spiegel said, to expand her family and couples counseling practice. 

“I’m one of the luckiest people in the world,” Deaner said at 
AOFC’s recent Family Day event, “it’s like watching your family do 
really well. And next year, somebody else is going to have to do all 
of this.” ▼

T he number of U.S. employ¬ 
ers offering domestic part¬ 
ner health insurance bene¬ 
fits increased by 50 percent in the 
last two years, according to a new 
report by the Human Rights 
Campaign. 

At least 172 U.S. employers 
added domestic partner health in¬ 
surance benefits from August 
2000 through August 2001 ac¬ 
cording to “The State of the Work¬ 
place for Lesbian, Gay, Bisexual 
and Transgender Americans.” 
That was an increase of 20 percent 
over 2000. 

Daryl Herrschaft, manager of 
HRC Worknet and principal au¬ 
thor of the report, noted that 
while the study found no reduc¬ 
tion in the number of employers 
adding domestic partner benefits, 
“it may be tQO soon to tell what, if 
any, impact we might see from ris¬ 
ing health insurance costs, and the 
economic instability that began 
with the bursting of the high-tech 
bubble and has worsened since 
the attacks against the United 
States on September 11.” 

Procter and Gamble, Cincin¬ 
nati, Ohio’s largest private em¬ 
ployer, became the latest company 
to announce it will begin offering 
domestic partner benefits to its 
employees. The company made 
the announcement Friday, Octo¬ 
ber 5 at the start of the Out and 
Equal Workplace Summit in Er- 
langer, Kentucky. 

San Francisco-based Out and 
Equal - workplace advocates who 
work with employees who are pe¬ 
titioning their employers to offer 
domestic partner benefits - delib¬ 
erately chose to hold its summit 
across the river from Cincinnati to 
demonstrate its opposition to Ar-

room,’ but older gay men go there 
because there was such a sense of 
pride, sitting in that window, wav¬ 
ing as your friends went by. It was 
the first place you could do that.” 

The tour will also visit protest 
sights. Where what is now the Cali¬ 
fornia Culinary Academy was Cali¬ 
fornia Hall, site of a 1965 New Year’s 
Day “costume ball” which was to be 
a fundraiser for the Council on Re¬ 
ligion and the Homosexual, started 
the year before by a group of minis¬ 
ters, including Cecil Williams. 

“The cops turned up with Klieg 
lights and photo vans. The cops 
stayed away from the ministers, 
but some people were arrested on 
flimsy pretexts. They were found 
not guilty, but it mobilized the 
community here,” Gabriel said. 

The tour will pass Civic Center, 
where the 1978 “White Night” 
riots brought gay politics to the 
steps of City Hall. 

“When we checked out the sites 
for this ride,” said Gabriel, “the 
three or four people with me start¬ 
ed talking about the experiences 
they had had in these places, and 
it was great. So this isn’t going to 
be some kind of mobile lecture 
tour. It’s going to be a conversa¬ 
tion.” ▼

was passed by Cincinnati voters in 
1993 and bars the city from offer¬ 
ing anti-discrimination protec¬ 
tion to gays and lesbians. 

Also at the conference, a coali¬ 
tion of various groups was formed 
to petition ExxonMobil to offer 
domestic partner benefits to its 
employees. Mobil employees had 
the benefits until the two compa¬ 
nies merged in 1999. 

“Now, more than ever given 
the September 11 tragedy, we need 
to be talking about respect for 
each other, respect for differ¬ 
ences,” said Selisse Berry, executive 
director of Out and Equal. “We 
are working with companies to 
help them understand gender 
identity and to recognize that is 
the next phase of organizing with¬ 
in the LGBT community.” 

As of August 2001, a total of 
4,284 companies, colleges and uni¬ 
versities, and state and local gov¬ 
ernments were offering or had an¬ 
nounced they would offer health 
insurance coverage to the domes¬ 
tic partners of their employees, the 
HRC’s study found. This was up 
from 3,752 employers in 2000 and 
2,856 in August 1999 - a 50 per¬ 
cent increase in two years. 

In addition, the number of 
Fortune 500 companies offering 
DP benefits has more than dou¬ 
bled in the past three years, from 
61 in 1998 to 145 in 2001. In fact, 
more Fortune 500 companies - 36 
- have added domestic partner 
benefits in 2001 than in any year 
since HRC has tracked the trend. 

“Domestic partner benefits 
continued to spread at a brisk pace 
over the last year,” said Kim I. Mills, 
education director of the HRC and 
editor of the report. Mills oversees 
HRC Worknet, the organization’s 
workplace project, which has 
tracked these and related trends 
since 1995. “We believe employers 
are bringing their policies into line 
with the changing makeup of the 
American family - as demonstrat¬ 
ed in census data released this year 


- and to the growing body of evi¬ 
dence that these benefits are a low- 
cost means of attracting and re¬ 
taining good employees.” 

Still waiting at ANG 

Reporters at ANG newspapers 
in the Bay Area are trying to con¬ 
vince their employer, the Denver- 
based Media News Group owned 
by Dean Singleton, that offering 
DP benefits and adopting sexual 
orientation language in non-dis¬ 
crimination policies is good for 
business. 

Nearly 200 Guild-represented 
workers at the Oakland Tribune 
and six other Bay Area papers 
have been working without a con¬ 
tract since August 17. The compa¬ 
ny has refused to agree, without 
reservation, to non-discrimina¬ 
tion language protecting gays or 
other groups and has yet to re¬ 
spond to a proposal for domestic 
partner benefits, according to 
union leaders. 

More than half of the nation’s 
top 100 newspapers offer equal ben¬ 
efits for same-sex partners, includ¬ 
ing eight of the top 10 U.S. newspa¬ 
pers. Gannett, the largest newspaper 
publisher in the country with 98 
U.S. papers, including USA Today, 
as well as 22 television stations an¬ 
nounced in August it would provide 
DP benefits to its employees begin¬ 
ning January 1,2002. 

Many employers continue to 
add sexual orientation to their 
non-discrimination policies. As of 
August 15, 2001, HRC Worknet 
had identified 2,001 companies, 
colleges and universities, state and 
local governments and federal 
agencies that had written non-dis¬ 
crimination policies covering sex¬ 
ual orientation. This represents an 
increase of 239 employers or 17 
percent, in one year. 

This included 294, or 59 per¬ 
cent, of Fortune 500 companies. 
HRC Worknet found 39 Fortune 
500 companies added sexual ori¬ 
entation to their non-discrimina¬ 
tion policies during the period 


covered by the report, a 15 percent 
increase over the prior year. 

In addition to corporate Amer¬ 
ica, many governmental bodies 
now ban anti-gay discrimination 
in workplaces in their jurisdic¬ 
tions, including 11 states, the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia and 122 cities 
and counties. Maryland had 
passed a bill prohibiting sexual 
orientation discrimination in em¬ 
ployment, housing and public ac¬ 
commodations slated to became 
law on October 1. 

However, that law did not go 
into effect because a conservative 
coalition has filed petitions seek¬ 
ing a referendum on the law in 
November 2002. The petition sig¬ 
natures are currently being chal¬ 
lenged in court. 

An increasing number of gov¬ 
ernments are enacting prohibi¬ 
tions against job discrimination 
based on gender identity. Two 
states - Minnesota and Iowa - the 
District of Columbia and 32 cities 
or counties protect transgender or 
gender-different employees by law 
or executive order. 

Since August 2000, two states 
passed measures to provide do¬ 
mestic partner health insurance 
benefits: Maine and Rhode Island. 
A total of eight states and 105 
cities, counties and quasi-govern- 
mental agencies provide domestic 
partner benefits. 

The report also found that 
two-thirds of employers that offer 
domestic partner health insurance 
benefits offer them to both same- 
sex and opposite-sex partners. 
The higher on the Fortune 500 list 
a company is, the more likely it is 
to offer domestic partner benefits 
and prohibit discrimination based 
on sexual orientation. 

A total of 79 percent of the 
Fortune 100 and 88 percent of the 
Fortune 50 prohibit sexual orien¬ 
tation discrimination. While 29 
percent of the Fortune 500 com¬ 
panies provide DP benefits, 54 
percent of Fortune 50 companies 
offer the benefits. ▼

Annan ' humbled' by 
Nobel Peace Prize award

U .N. Secretary-General Kofi 
Annan on Friday, October 
12 said he was “humbled 
but also encouraged” by winning 
the 2001 Nobel Peace Prize. The 
Norway Nobel Committee an¬ 
nounced that Annan and the 
United Nations would split the 
honor and the $946,200 cash 
award. 

The formal presentation of 
the Peace Prize will be December 
10 . 

Annan said he believed the 
committee, which cited the Unit¬ 
ed Nation’s and the secretary- 
general’s work toward a “better 
organized and more peaceful 
world,” also recognized his work 
against AIDS and his fight against 
poverty. “It’s a wonderful award,” 
Annan said in an impromptu 
news conference in front of his 
residence. “We are extremely 
pleased, particularly coming as it 
does at this time when we are 
tackling some very difficult issues 
around the world. 

“In my kind of work you don’t 
get this kind of news every day 
and usually when the phone rings 
early in the morning there’s some 
bad news somewhere around the 
world...” 

Annan, 63, has led the United 
Nations since January 1, 1997. 
Last year, the native of Ghana was 
unanimously elected to a second 
term as secretary-general. That 
term expires December 31, 2006. 


He is the second U.N. secretary- 
general to win the Peace Prize. 
Dag Hammarskjold won in 1961. 

While this marked the first 
time the overall organization won 
the Peace Prize, parts of the Unit¬ 
ed Nations - the U.N. High Com¬ 
missioner for Refugees (twice), 
the U.N. Children’s Fund and the 
U.N. Peacekeeping forces - have 
been honored previously. 

“It’s a prize that honors the 
United Nations but also chal¬ 
lenges us. Challenges us to do 
more and to do better and not to 
rest on our laurels and I think it’s 
an indication that the United Na¬ 
tions is a very important organi¬ 
zation in this interdependent 
world where we have to work to¬ 
gether as a nation,” Annan said. 

He said the citation that came 
with the award said the world or¬ 
ganization needed “to encourage 
international cooperation and 
that I believe that has become 
even more important in today’s 
world.” Annan added, “They gave 
it to the United Nations not only 
to recognize what we have 
achieved in the past but to en¬ 
courage us to really move for¬ 
ward and work with governments 
and make sure there is true inter¬ 
national cooperation and multi¬ 
lateralism and that is the chal¬ 
lenge I was referring to.” 

Personally, Annan said he felt 
“Humbled. Humbled, but also 
encouraged. It is not something 
you expect. You go about doing 
your work and it feels good but 
it’s just humbling.” T

N ancy Pelosi was elected 
whip by the Democratic 
caucus of the U.S. House of 
Representatives on October 10. 
The eight-term veteran from San 
Francisco will take over the num¬ 
ber two leadership slot in January 
when David Bonior steps down to 
run for governor of Michigan. 
Pelosi is a strong friend of the gay 
and lesbian community and has 
been a leading voice on AIDS is¬ 
sues. 

Pelosi, 61, defeated fellow lib¬ 
eral Representative Steny Hoyer 
(Maryland) by a convincing 118 
to 95 margin to become the first 
woman to advance so high in the 
congressional leadership of either 
party. The victory was built upon 
the large block of votes from Cal¬ 
ifornia and, although she did not 
make an appeal to it, upon her 
gender, combined with good old- 
fashioned politicking. 

After the vote, Pelosi was pre¬ 
sented with a leather whip, in a 
symbolic reference to what will be 
her new job of securing votes 
among Democratic House mem¬ 
bers. 

The job of party whip is to 
round up support and count votes 
on the party’s agenda, using a 
combination of carrots and sticks 
to move recalcitrant members 
into line. The Republican coun-

terpart is conservative Represen¬ 
tative Tom DeLay (Texas), who 
many argue is the most powerful 
man in the House. 

“This is difficult turf to win on 
for anyone, but for a woman 
breaking ground here it was a 
tough battle,” Pelosi said. “We 
made history, now we have to 
make progress.” She vowed to use 
her fundraising skills to help De¬ 
mocrats take back control of the 
House, but most observers feel 
that is a difficult task as reappor¬ 
tionment based on the latest cen¬ 
sus tips in the Republicans’ favor. 

“She is a big advocate for our 
programs,” said Terje Anderson, 
executive director of the National 
Association of People With AIDS. 
From her position on the Appro¬ 
priations Committee, Pelosi looks 


out for her San Francisco con¬ 
stituents, who receive more feder¬ 
al money per AIDS case than any 
other jurisdiction, but she also 
“gets more money for AIDS for 
everyone across the country,” he 
said. 

But not all AIDS advocates 
supported Pelosi. Patrick Mon- 
ette-Shaw, a San Francisco activist, 
wrote to Democratic members of 
the House on September 30 urg¬ 
ing them to vote for Hoyer. 

“As you may not know,” he 
wrote, “much of the federal funds 
routed to AIDS Inc. in San Fran¬ 
cisco is spent on such frivolities as 
flirting classes, fisting how-to 
seminars, HIV proms...” while 
some people in other jurisdictions 
lack basic medicines and services. 
He urged the members to “send a 
message to Pelosi et al. that AIDS 
Inc.’s Fleecing-of-America days 
are numbered.” 

The letter seemed to have had 
little effect. 

“Few people know more about 
AIDS” than Pelosi, said Bill 
Arnold with the ADAP Working 
Group. “I have high hopes because 
she knows how all of the pro¬ 
grams are interrelated.” The con¬ 
gresswoman often has taken the 
lead in building the bipartisan 
coalitions that have overwhelm¬ 
ingly supported increased funding 
for AIDS. 

In the “really tough appropria¬ 
tions environment” that he antic¬ 
ipates for next year, Anderson 
said, “It’s really nice having some¬ 
one like [Pelosi] at the table, be¬ 
cause the leadership often gets 
what it wants.” ▼ 
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Federal AIDS funding 
increases, ADAP 
shortfalls noted

^jP he House of Representatives 
P boosted President Bush’s 
S AIDS budget by about 5 
percent in passing the appropria¬ 
tions bill for the Department of 
Health and Human Services on 
October 11. The bipartisan effort 
had the strong support of the 
White House. The Senate is mov¬ 
ing forward with a different set of 
increases and the differences will 
be resolved in conference. 

While praising these efforts, 
AIDS advocates noted that money 
set aside for the AIDS Drug Assis¬ 
tance Program, despite an increase 
of about 10 percent in the House 
version, is still woefully inade¬ 
quate to meet increasing demand 
for those therapies. 

“In this time of national crisis, 
Congress could have lost sight of 
other key priorities, so we applaud 
the House for keeping in focus the 
crucial battle against HIV and 
AIDS,” said Winnie Stachelberg, 
political director of the Human 
Rights Campaign. 

Log Cabin Republican 
spokesman Kevin Ivers singled 
out AIDS “czar” Scott Evertz “for 
his tireless and effective leadership 


in securing funding commitments 
and keeping AIDS squarely in 
focus at a time of war.” 

Conservative Representative 
Dave Weldon (R-Florida) offered 
an amendment on the House 
floor to transfer an additional $60 
million from Title I (big city) pro¬ 
grams of the Ryan White CARE 
Act to ADAP. A second Weldon 
amendment tried to move $40 
million in AIDS prevention 
money from the Centers for Dis¬ 
ease Control and Prevention to 
mother and child health care pro¬ 
grams. Both efforts lost badly on 
voice votes. 

“It was a political gimmick,” 
said Bill Arnold, a lobbyist with 
the ADAP Working Group. 

“Cutting any program is unac¬ 
ceptable,” added Terje Anderson, 
executive director of the National 
Association of People With AIDS. 

Arnold welcomed the in¬ 
creased money for ADAP and the 
pledge from HHS to dole it out 
early, but he called the funds in¬ 
sufficient to meet the problem. 
“All it does is push all of the prob¬ 
lems off a few months.” He pre¬ 
dicted waiting lists to join state 
ADAP programs, caps on enroll¬ 
ment, more limitations on the 
drugs covered, and some plans 


might even go bankrupt. 

New York state predicts a $20 
million growth in demand for 
ADAP and faces a $7 million 
shortfall due to inadequate federal 
support. Florida seems even clos¬ 
er to the brink of insolvency and 
may go belly up early next year. 

“If ADAP isn’t properly fund¬ 
ed, the other [programs] are going 
to go too,” said Arnold. “Clients 
are dependent on all of these [pro¬ 
gram] funding streams.” He be¬ 
lieves that some local community 
planning councils will see drugs as 
the central issue and will try to 
shift some money from support 
services to help pay for therapy. 

AIDS services organizations 
are under increasing financial 
pressure as donor fatigue, a weak¬ 
ening economy, and competition 
for dollars by relief efforts for vic¬ 
tims of the terrorist attacks have 
cut into their fundraising. 

AIDS advocates will be working 
to get the higher budget numbers 
accepted in the House-Senate con¬ 
ference, and possibly even add on 
to them for the ADAP program. 

Anderson warned, “The fact 
that [Weldon’s amendments] 
came up for debate should give us 
pause for next year, getting the 
necessary increases in funding will 
become even more difficult.” ▼

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Black Coalition on 
AIDS to host open house

T he Black Coalition on AIDS 
will open its doors to the 
general public this Tuesday, 
October 23 in San Francisco. 

David Wallace, communica¬ 
tions director for the agency, 
noted that the open house cele¬ 
bration will allow community 
members to see the agency’s new 
South of Market location and 
learn more about the programs 
and services provided in a contin¬ 
uing effort to stop the spread of 
AIDS in the black community. 

The event, which is free and 
open to the public, will include 
works from local artists Keba 
Konte, Keina Davis, and others. 
The co-sponsor of the open house 
is Arise magazine, a monthly pub¬ 
lication dedicated to the lives of 
diverse people of African descent, 
and representatives from the mag¬ 
azine are expected to be on hand. 

Now in its 15th year of service, 
BCA’s focus is expanding to address 
social factors that contribute to the 
spread of HIV in the black commu¬ 
nity. Some of its recent work was re¬ 
ported on earlier this year in the Bay 
Area Reporter, including a public 
awareness campaign at predomi¬ 


nantly black churches in the city. 

“Factors such as poverty, 
homelessness, violence, homo¬ 
phobia, and other issues must be 
addressed in our community in 
order to more effectively deal with 
this epidemic,” said Duane T. Poe, 
BCA’s executive director. 

Pointing to new collaborations 
with the San Francisco Sheriff’s 
Department to work with prison¬ 
ers, as well as a recent grant from 
the San Francisco Commission on 
the Status of Women for a collab¬ 
oration addressing how violence 
against women and girls con¬ 
tributes to HIV/AIDS transmis¬ 
sion, Poe said he feels these new 
areas of focus will be successful. 

He added that the art displays 
complement BCA’s efforts. “By 
reaching out through these talent¬ 
ed local artists, we are helping not 
only to increase the audience for 
their work, but also increasing the 
reach of our important messages 
and the work that we do.” T

NY OKs terrorism relief for 
LGBT surviving partners 


by Katie Szymanski 


gH Jig any community advocates 
4 have remarked that the 
- W 1 events of September 11 
have in some ways made LGBT 
people equal in the eyes of many 
citizens; from heroes like Mark 
Bingham on United Airlines 
Flight 93 to ground zero acts of 
courage by Father Mychal Judge, 
the world now knows that gays are 
just as capable of being worthy 
Americans. If only the laws would 
catch up. 

A glimmer of hope appeared 
last week when the first major pol¬ 
icy changes due to the tragedy 
came, not surprisingly, out of New 
York. Governor George Pataki, the 
only statewide Republican officer, 
issued an executive order on 
Thursday, October 11, granting 
surviving partners of gay victims 
equal benefits as spouses under 
the state’s Crime Victims Board. 
The order marks the first step in 
the nation, according to New 
York’s Empire State Pride Agenda, 
“to address the inequities faced by 
gay and lesbian survivors of the 
terrorist attacks in obtaining ben¬ 
efits.” All New York state residents 
- whether killed in the World 
Trade Center towers or on the air-

planes - are eligible, according to 
ESPA. 

Crime victim benefits previ¬ 
ously available to surviving LGBT 
partners would have fallen under 
a “75 percent rule,” applicable to 
all unmarried survivors, who 
must prove that the deceased pro¬ 
vided three quarters of the house¬ 
hold income. There is no income 
percentage required for married 
spouses, and now, thanks to the 
order, gay couples will be viewed 
as spouses for the purpose of this 
fund. 

“Things have changed,” said 


ESPA spokesman Joe Tarver on 
the LGBT New Yorkers’ relation¬ 
ship with Republicans. ESPA had 
lobbied Pataki for the benefits, 
and when the governor spoke at 
the organization’s event on Octo¬ 
ber 4, he announced his intention 
to address the discrimination. 

Unfortunately, benefits like So¬ 
cial Security and worker’s com¬ 
pensation, said Tarver, remain 
available to spouses but are bound 
by federal laws that prohibit gay 
partners from accessing them. 

“Those are benefits that can 
add up to thousands of dollars a 
year and tens of thousands of dol¬ 
lars over a lifetime,” said Tarver, 
adding that ESPA is working on 
these issues “one step at a time.” 

“We’re working hard on the 
new federal relief funds in terms 
of what the definition of survivor 
is going to be,” he said. “We’re also 
reaching out to relief agencies to 
help them develop guidelines to 
deal with gay survivors.” 

Obtaining federal relief for sur¬ 
viving partners will be ground¬ 
breaking and therefore met by op¬ 
position, said Tarver, who noted 
that the Reverend Lou Sheldon of 
the Family Research Council had 
come out against Pataki’s move and 
lambasted ESPA for attempting to 
“redefine what marriage is.” ▼ 


State Senate 
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worked together was in 1984 at 
the start of the AIDS epidemic. 

“What bothers me is the lack of 
concern about this,” said Paul 
Hogan, Alice Club chair. “There 
would be holy hell to pay if the 
lines had been drawn down the 
middle of Mission Street or Grant 
Street in Chinatown.” 

The Log Cabin club began in¬ 
forming people about the new 
lines at the Castro Street Fair, and 
leaders of the political groups met 
over the weekend to discuss the 
issue. One possibility is for the 
LGBT community to join the 
Mexican American Legal Defense 
Education Fund’s lawsuit against 
the state’s redistricting. 

“We could do an amicus brief 
for the community as a whole to 
support that lawsuit. Either the 
Legislature will revisit the lines or 
the courts will have to do it,” said 
Bowman. 

Not only upset with the symbol¬ 
ic separation of the Castro, the 
groups fear the new distribution of 
voters will make it less likely an 
LGBT candidate will be elected to 
fill Burton’s seat in 2004. Burton will 
be termed out of office and is look¬ 
ing to run for a congressional seat. 

“It disempowers the gay com¬ 
munity and reduces the chance a 


gay person running in 2004 can be 
elected to the state Senate,” said 
Bowman. 

As for why the district was re¬ 
drawn, Burton said legislators 
wanted to avoid the African Amer¬ 
ican community filing suit over re¬ 
districting. He said the new district 
should have little impact on the 
gay community’s political voice. 

“The standpoint from a politi¬ 
cal view is it really doesn’t affect 
the ability of a gay candidate to be 
elected from that Senate seat,” he 
said. “Now the district is a more 
progressive district and can elect a 
gay candidate easier than the old 
district. It also even helps ensure 
progressive representation in the 
other seat.” 

Achieving that goal could have 
been done without splitting apart 
the Castro community said the 
LGBT political groups. Instead, 
the groups said the lines for Bur¬ 
ton’s district could have been 
moved to incorporate more of the 
Marina or the Panhandle into 
Speier’s district. 

“The question is, did we have to 
split the LGBT community to 
achieve that and the answer is no,” 
said Threet. “If you want to go up 
and grab precincts in Burton’s dis¬ 
trict to make up the difference, you 
get them up there and then you 
won’t split the LGBT community.” 

During the 12 days in which the 
new maps were posted online be¬ 


fore the Legislature voted, Burton 
said no one in the LGBT commu¬ 
nity notified his office they had a 
problem with the redrawn district. 

“It was on the Web site for the 
whole world to see. If the issue 
would have been raised, then there 
probably was a way to make the 
adjustment,” said Burton. “If it 
was a surprise, it was because no 
one paid attention to it.” 

But each of the LGBT political 
groups had members watching the 
redistricting plans and participat¬ 
ing in public meetings held on the 
subject. Those involved said the 
maps presented at those meetings 
and posted on the Web site did not 
show Castro Street being used as 
the dividing line. 

“The maps available at that 
point did not split Castro Street. 
So even if you checked the maps, 
they did not put you on alert that 
you needed to come back to ad¬ 
dress the issue,” said Threet. “The 
senator representing this district 
has an obligation to come to the 
community if a change like that 
was going to be made. He did not 
do that.” 

Burton’s district includes 
Marin County, part of Sonoma 
County and the eastern portion of 
San Francisco. Speier’s district in¬ 
cludes the western half of San 
Francisco and much of San Mateo 
County along the coast and 
Bayshore south to San Mateo. ▼

R enee Barrett died Sunday, 
October 14 of injuries she 
received in the September 
11 attacks on the World Trade 
Center. The Reverend Pat Bum- 
gardner of the Metropolitan 
Community Church-New York, 
issued the announcement Mon¬ 
day; Ms. Barrett had been a mem¬ 
ber of the church. 

Ms. Barrett was an employee

“We’re really excited about it,” 
he said, adding that his organiza¬ 
tion realizes that “in order to make 
money, you have to spend 
money.” 

“But we believe there are rea¬ 
sonable costs of fundraising we 
need to stick to; we have the re¬ 
sponsibility to our donors to 
make sure that their money is 
used in the best way possible.” 

Beyond that, it became difficult 
for SFAF to stay positive when de¬ 
scribing the conflicts that the or¬ 
ganizations had with Pallotta. 

Different spokes 

A major issue for both SFAF 
and the center were the more than 
dismal returns from AIDS Ride 
2001; although official numbers 
cannot be tallied due to the large 
amount currently in dispute, 
Suarez estimates that the ride 
would have donated just 50 per¬ 
cent of its earnings to the benefi¬ 
ciaries. 

“That’s good in their view, but 
not good in our view,” he said, not¬ 
ing that Pallotta’s AIDS Ride in 2000 
took just 35.5 percent for costs, re¬ 
turning 65 percent to organizations. 
But beyond monetary concerns was 
the general spirit of the event, a tone 
that increasingly conflicted with 
what the community organizations 
wished to promote. 

What angered Suarez most re¬ 
cently, he said, was an appearance 
in August by Pallotta President 
Steve Bennett on Minnesota Pub¬ 
lic Radio “where he basically said 
‘the organizations need the 
money so much that they’ll take 
whatever we give them.’” 

“To us, that view is not accept¬ 
able,” said Suarez. “It’s their pre¬ 
rogative to pursue their business 
interests, but it’s our prerogative 
to go a separate way.” 

In the radio show’s actual tran¬ 
script, Bennett acknowledged that 
much of the money raised by Pal- 


of Cantor Fitzgerald, and was in 
Tower 1 at the time of the at¬ 
tacks.

Ms. Barrett is survived by her 
life partner, Enez Cooper, and her 
18-year-old son, Eddie, who lived 
with them; her biological brother;

lotta events feeds six-figure 
salaries and other costs not asso¬ 
ciated with AIDS and cancer ser¬ 
vices, but “To our beneficiaries, 
push comes to shove, and they’re 
going to say, ‘We don’t care what 
the return is, get us that money, 
we need it so bad.’” 

Bennett did not return phone 
calls from the Bay Area Reporter 
seeking comment. 

Additionally, said Suarez, the 
Pallotta model of individual 
growth was not resonating with 
many of the riders. Pallotta 


fundraisers - dubbed “Human 
Potential Events” - cleverly use the 
slogan “I’mpossible” to attract 
well-intentioned riders and walk¬ 
ers who wish to push their own 
limits. But some participants felt 
that the ride had lost its focus on 
community, and, ultimately, 
HIV/AIDS. 

“It became increasingly dear 
that the ride was not about AIDS 
or community, it was about indi¬ 
vidual growth and personal 
achievement. That’s fine but that’s 
not what we’re interested in. The 
vast majority of our riders are not 
doing it for themselves; they’re 
doing it for the community and 
for loved ones lost to and living 
with HIV/AIDS,” said Suarez. 

Although the contract between 
SFAF, the center, and Pallotta al¬ 
lowed the organizations to retain 
their pledge lists and rider forms, 
the official name, “California AIDS 
Ride,” still belongs to Pallotta, and 
the company has apparently de¬ 
cided to go ahead with its annual 
event, although it must recruit 


the Universal Fellowship of Met¬ 
ropolitan Community Churches 
from around the globe sent cards, 
contributed funds, and prayed for 
Renee, Enez, and their family,” 
Bumgardner said in a statement.

new beneficiaries as well as try to 
woo new and previous riders. 

“Our goal is to get back to the 
spirit of what makes California 
AIDS Ride great,” read a statement 
on the Pallotta Web site that ac¬ 
knowledged SFAF’s and the cen¬ 
ter’s departure. “Next year, Cali¬ 
fornia AIDS Ride 9 will benefit 
more communities than ever be¬ 
fore. Your participation is what 
makes this all happen. And your 
commitment - the heart and soul 
of the AIDS Ride - is just as cru¬ 
cial as ever.” 


The site then gives instructions 
on how to request original regis¬ 
tration fees back from SFAF and 
the L.A. Center, so that those fees 
may instead go to the Pallotta 
event. 

But the real kicker, according 
to Suarez, came during a confer¬ 
ence call at the beginning of the 
month. When it became apparent 
that negotiations would not work 
out, Pallotta’s Bennett “threatened 
that they would put all their re¬ 
sources toward trying to shut 
down our event,” said Suarez. 

“I was astounded that they 
would actively work against the 
community they claim to care 
about. His threat just further un¬ 
derlines that we are doing the 
right thing.” ▼

are promoting their own brand of 
prejudice.” 

The British, and in fact all of 
the NATO allies except Turkey, 
allow gays and lesbians to serve 
openly in the military. 

“The message equates gays 
with the ‘enemy,’ it places gay, les¬ 
bian, and bisexual service mem¬ 
bers - who are serving as honor¬ 
ably as anyone else at this time - 
at risk, and dishonors them,” said 
Richard Haymes, executive direc¬ 
tor of the New York City Gay and 
Lesbian Anti-Violence Project. 

Some had other concerns. “Yes, 
the graffito in question is de¬ 
plorable,” said New York activist 
Bill Dobbs. “But then there is the 
slight matter of the bomb itself” 
when it explodes. He argued that 
Haymes’s critique “sends the mes¬ 
sage that the bombs and the drop¬ 
ping of same is fine - as long as 
there is no bad graffiti on them.” 

The Gay and Lesbian Alliance 
Against Defamation chastised the 
Associated Press for pulling the 
photo. “This image should be ex¬ 


plained and discussed, not hidden 
from view,” said Executive Direc¬ 
tor Joan M. Garry. “By pulling the 
photo rather than exploring its 
content and context, the AP sends 
the message that anti-gay bias 
should be swept under the rug, 
not exposed and confronted.” The 
organization had several ex¬ 
changes with AP prior to issuing 
its statement. 

Garry called on the AP to re¬ 
port on the issue, even though 
that would involve AP staffers and 
editors. “If a picture’s worth a 
thousand words, the one word in 
this picture is certainly worth a 
story,” she said. 

One of the great ironies of this 
episode is that the first mythic 
American naval hero, Stephen De¬ 
catur, commanded the original 
USS Enterprise in 1804 in defeat¬ 
ing the Barbary pirates of Tripoli. 
He was promoted to captain at the 
age of 25, then the highest rank in 
the Navy, and remains the 
youngest person ever to achieve 
that rank. The late Randy Shilts 
briefly recounted the substantial 
evidence of Decatur being gay, or 
at least bisexual, in his book Con¬ 
duct Unbecoming. ▼

and to continue health coverage 
for surviving domestic partners of 
retired government workers. 

“California is leading the coun¬ 
try in instituting protections for 
gay and lesbian couples without a 
court mandate. In Hawaii and 
Vermont, both legislatures were 
compelled by their state courts to 
extend equal benefits to same-sex 
couples,” said Jean Harris, execu¬ 
tive director of the California Al¬ 
liance for Pride and Equality. 
“CAPE applauds California’s state 
lawmakers and Governor Gray 
Davis for addressing this impor¬ 
tant issue plainly and openly. 
There are still thousands of rights 
denied to gay, lesbian, bisexual, 
and transgender Californians, and 
CAPE is tackling these issues with 
state lawmakers continuously. 


Nevertheless, today is a substantial 
leap forward, which is something 
to celebrate.” 

Kate Kendell, executive direc¬ 
tor of the National Center for Les¬ 
bian Rights, was equally pleased. 
“We are elated,” she said. “While 
we still have a long way to go on 
the road to full equality, AB25 for¬ 
ever changes the landscape for les¬ 
bian and gay couples in Califor¬ 
nia. We applaud the courage and 
tenacity of Assembly member Ca¬ 
role Migden in shepherding the 
bill through the Legislature and 
the leadership and sense of justice 
evidenced by Governor Davis in 
signing the bill.” 

Once enacted, the bill will 
change current law to allow oppo¬ 
site-sex couples to register as do¬ 
mestic partners if one or both of 
the partners are over the age of 62. 
Currently, both partners have to be 
at least 62 years old. The law be¬ 
comes effective January 1,2002. T

Paul Schneider as well as Schnei¬ 
der’s cellmate Dale Bretches. The 
men have said that they consider 
themselves to be the owners of the 
dogs involved in the attack and 
both are expected to be witnesses 
in the trial.

Cardoza noted that Smith, who 
has attended many of the pretrial 
hearings, may be prohibited from 
observing the trial because she is 
a witness. The trial is expected to 
take six to eight weeks. Cardoza 
said that even if Smith is allowed 
to observe the trial, her work 
obligations may prevent her from 
being there every day. 

The trial is scheduled to start 
January 22. 

No trial date has been set yet 
for the civil wrongful death suit.

I n 1973’s The Exorcist , 14-year-old Linda 
Blair, in her acting debut, was required to 
do things on camera that would have 
made even a seasoned actress blanch. 
Playing Regan MacNeil, a young girl in the 


throes of demonic possession, Blair spews pea 
soup (the faux vomit cooked up by the prop 
dept.), sucker-punches a priest, and lets loose 
with every filthy word in the book (voiced 
memorably by Mercedes McCambridge, in the 
same bulldagger growl she used in Touch of 
Evil). In the film’s most notorious scene, she 
turns a crucifix into a makeshift dildo, ram¬ 
ming it repeatedly between her legs before 
thrusting her mother’s head into her bloody 
crotch and demanding that she “Eat it!” 

In a recent interview, I asked Blair, who will 
be appearing at a screening of The Exorcist at 
the Castro Theatre on October 19, how she 
could have possibly prepared herself to play 
such horrific scenes. “Basically, I tried to have 
an out-of-body experience,” laughed the 
42-year-old Biair by telephone from the 
kitchen of her LA home. More seriously she 
added, “I was not prepared for those scenes. No 
one could’ve prepared a kid for them. Probably 
the best way to cope is to not be present emo¬ 
tionally, which is what I tried to do.” 

Blair said director William Friedkin, who 
has stated that he came to regard the young ac¬ 
tress as a “surrogate daughter” during filming, 
did his best to ease her anxieties. After shooting 
an especially unsettling scene, for example,

T heater is still an intensely collaborative art 
form, and dance, being a nonverbal one, can go 
places words can’t.

The structure of May I Now is open 
and subject to change, she says. “[Composer] Alvin Cur¬ 
ran generated about 10 or 12 different musical ideas for 
this piece, and we’ve been working very intensely with 
how to make these intersect, come up against each other, 
and interface the dance itself, and his responses are al¬ 
ways incredibly smart and informed. He takes you some¬ 
where you didn’t think you were going, which is exactly 
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Margaret Jenkins Dance Company premieres May / Now 
(18 Questions in the Space of an Answer) at Theater Artaud.

Goodbye to all that 

Steve Schalchlin on 'The Last Session'

S teve Schalchlin was dying 
when he began work on The 
Last Session. “This was the 
winter of 1995, and I had one 
wish,” he said. “I wanted to live 
long enough to see the show at 
least one time on a stage.” 

Schalchlin got his wish and 
then some. The Last Session has 
been staged in 10 cities, including 
New York, Los Angeles, and even 
Omaha, and San Francisco will 
soon join the list. The musical, 
with songs by Schalchlin and in¬ 
spired by his experiences, opens 
Oct. 27 at the New Conservatory 
Theatre Center. 

The show takes place in a 
recording studio where singer- 
songwriter Gideon Wells, tired of 
fighting the AIDS virus, is making 
a final album for his life partner. 
It is a musical suicide note. But his 
plans take an unexpected turn 
with the arrival of an aspiring 
singer whose fundamentalist 
Christian beliefs are rocked when 
he discovers that Gideon, his idol, 
is gay. 

“It’s a very difficult play to de¬ 
scribe,” said Schalchlin, who grew 
up in a conservative Baptist fami¬ 
ly. “To try to describe 
the plot sounds like a 
night in hell. But it’s re¬ 
ally very gentle and hu¬ 
morous. We’re very re¬ 
spectful of the audience 
to not drag them into a 
place where they don’t 
want to go.” 

While Schalch¬ 
lin says he never 
considered suicide 
when he was at his 
lowest point with AIDS, he did 
begin writing songs at the urging 
of his partner, writer Jim Brochu, 
as a way of motivating him out of 
his malaise. Only later did 
Schalchlin and Brochu realize that 
these very personal songs could 
become the basis of a musical. 

“At heart, Jimmy is a Neil 
Simon-type comedy writer, so we 
melded this serious subject mat¬ 
ter with broad musical-comedy 
type characters and came up with 
this strange little hybrid of a 
show,” Schalchlin said. “We’ve 
broken every rule three times 
over, but it really works with au¬ 
diences.” 

Schalchlin and Brochu, togeth¬ 
er for 16 years, met on a cruise 
ship. “I was a lounge act and 
Jimmy was a passenger,” he said. 
“I started playing the song ‘One 
More Kiss’ from Follies, and he 
was sitting in the back mouthing 
the words. The next thing you 
know we were married.” 

Dealing with AIDS and its 
complications has put strains on 


their relationship. “When we were 
in New York doing the show, I be¬ 
came diabetic and some of the 
medications were really screwing 
with my head,” Schalchlin said. “I 
became an impossible 
person to be around, 
and we separated for a 
while because it was 
driving him nuts. But 
the divorce didn’t work, 
and I’m happy to say 
that since we’ve gotten 
back together, it’s been a 
very beautiful ride.” 

The success of 
The Last Session 
across the country 
has also given Schalchlin a solo 
concert career performing the 
songs from the musical and talk¬ 
ing about the events of his life. “I 
sing at churches and universities, 
and I do concerts at medical 
schools to help teach about com¬ 
passionate care,” he said. 

The title of Schalchlin’s con¬ 
cert show is Living in the Bonus 
Round because, he said, “in the 
bonus round, time speeds up, and 
the prizes are better.” Living in the 
Bonus Round is also the name of 
Schalchlin’s online diary 
(www.bonusround.com) that 
began as a goodbye letter and has 
evolved into an elaborate forum 
for news, discussions, and 
Schalchlin’s ongoing adventures 
at living. 

“This is the happiest time of 
my life,” Schalchlin said. “We’ve 
seen people’s lives changed by the 
play. And because I’ve created an 
online community, I’m able to 
stay in constant contact with 
those people. I’ve got hundreds of 
people in my life, I’ve got a play 


that’s gotten wonderful awards, 
and I get to sing and pretend to be 
Elton John. I don’t quite know 
how it could be any better.” 

The Last Session will run 
through Dec. 9. Call 861-8972 for 
more information.

Big, brawny, but a bore 

SF Opera's 'Die Meistersitiger' at the War Memorial

I || onald Runnicles, the San 
if p Francisco Opera’s testos- 
terone-fueled music direc¬ 
tor, likes his opera big and 
brawny. That makes him an ideal 
conductor for the huge War 
Memorial Opera House and for 
big, brawny composers like 
Richard Wagner. Runnicles has 
delivered an exciting Tannhauser, 
and thrilling Ring cycles and Par¬ 
sifal (though both were short on 
spirituality). His Tristan und Isol¬ 
de, alas, is sexless, and his Meis- 
tersinger altogether too big and 
brawny for a comedy. 

As the five-hour-plus evening 
lumbered along last Wednesday 
— the last act clocked in on my 
Indiglo at two hours and seven 
minutes, way too long to be con¬ 
fined to those torture-chamber 
seats — we heard lots of noise and 
some powerful music-making, 
but virtually no romance, tender¬ 
ness or humor. Unfortunately, an 
uncut Die Meistersinger — as SFO 
proudly bragged, this was “for the 
first time” — cannot survive with¬ 
out humor or gentleness. Or at 
least the sensitive listener can’t 
survive; by the end of the second 
act, the orchestra seats were only 
half full. 

It’s rather ironic, too, that Run¬ 
nicles, whose musicology is noth¬ 
ing if not “practical” (he plays 
hash with Verdi and Mozart, and 
excuses it blithely as “what 
works”) chose to play all of Wag¬ 
ner’s lengthy, talky piece when it 
was quite patently not working. 
The production is so cheap and 
visually unstimulating, the cos¬ 
tumes so ugly in color and cut 
and so unflattering to the singers 
anybody who makes the 
adorable Janice Watson look like 
Miss Stewardess of 1951 should 
be fired on the spot — and the 
stage direction so stolid, corny 
and harmful to the chorus that we 
needed every bit of help from the 
musicians to make the thing fly. 


The orchestra was having a bad 
night. The first eight minutes of 
the overture were simply an un¬ 
holy mess that straightened itself 
out as it imperceptibly melded 
into the sung chorale. (With Eva 
and Magdalena standing in the 
middle of the nave — what a very 
odd congregation rules this Niirn- 
berg.) Accompaniments were 
properly paced but often too loud, 
causing both David (Michael 
Schade) and Walther (Robert 
Dean Smith) to oversing in the 
first act. Patrons upstairs told me 
they had trouble hearing all the 
singers at various times as they 
were covered by the orchestra. 
Downstairs, Watson virtually dis¬ 
appeared in the ensembles, in¬ 
cluding the crucial quintet where, 
on the left side at least, Schade’s 
David appeared to be the leading 
character. This serious misbalance 
was possibly caused by the skimpy 
settings, with no backing to sup¬ 
port the singers. 

Fugue state 

The horns hobbled their intro 
to the “Flieder-monolog,” and the 
entire accompaniment was too 


loud, missing the fragrant, waft¬ 
ing quality that sets up the dream¬ 
like quality of the second act. 
(Where is Sir Charles Mackerras 
when we need him?) Hans-Peter 
Lehmann’s staging of the second 
act finale was so inept that the 
usually sharp chorus made hash 
of the fugue. This might not have 
mattered so much if James Mor¬ 
ris, singing Hans Sachs for the 
first time, had either sounded bet¬ 
ter or had a more suitable person¬ 
ality for the lovable cobbler. 

I know many BAR readers find 
Morris sexy, but I felt no such pull 
in a role that demands mature sex 
appeal. My first Sachs was 
62-year-old Paul Schoeffler, and I 
would have married him on the 
spot. Later, Norman Bailey, Tom 
Stewart and Theo Adam displayed 
the ideal combination of fatherly 
wisdom and sex appeal, so that 
there was real tension when Eva 
teased Sachs about getting mar¬ 
ried again. Both vocally and phys¬ 
ically, Morris projected such a 
cranky, bitter quality that he made 
me wish — especially since Rene 
Pape’s Pogner was so warmly, gor¬ 
geously sung — that Pape were 


the Sachs and Morris the 
Beckmesser, a role he was born to 
play. 

You’d love a Beckmesser whose 
voice sounded like a buzz-saw 
cutting barbed wire. As it was, 
Thomas Allen — possibly the 
best-looking man on stage — was 
the Beckmesser. Unfortunately, he 
chose a by-the-numbers charac¬ 
terization of the crabby clerk — 
weird black costume, scrawny 
legs, bumbling, stumbling, and 
not funny. Not plausible as a suit¬ 
or for Eva, and not even touching 
at the end, when he is exposed. 

As for the lovers, Watson’s Eva 
was simply not audible some of 
the time, and when you could 
hear her in the first two acts, she 
sounded pinched and wan. By Act 
III, she’d regained some of the 
sheen and sheer feminine appeal 
that I’ve so admired here in the 
past, but at no time did she come 
emotionally near San Francisco’s 
best Evchens — Lisa Della Casa, 
Pilar Lorengar, Karita Mattila. 

Smith likewise seemed smaller 
of voice and emotional stature 
than Jess Thomas, James King or 
Ben Heppner. He’s starred at 
Bayreuth, which is half the size of 
the War Memorial, and where the 
orchestra and conductor are 
buried in a covered pit. As so 
often before, stars of Bayreuth 
prove inadequate in the vast 
reaches of the War Memorial. 
(Anybody remember Spas 
Wenkoff? I thought not.) Smith 
had stamina, and did some of his 
best singing in the “Prize Song,” 
but I found him rather gauche, 
without the required swagger or 
glamour. Like everything except 
Runnicles’ oversized conducting, 
this performance screamed 
“Church Basement Pageant.” At 
upwards to $165 a ticket, that 
simply will not do. ▼

Baez buzz 

'Teatro ZinZanni' revisited

III ords I never expected to 
V ' I hear from Joan Baez: 

W W “How is the soup?” Actu¬ 
ally it was more like, “How is zee 
zoup?” But I’m not sure she really 
cared. 

Baez was doing her best to 
shed her image as a politically 
earnest folk icon as she 
schmoozed her way through the 
audience at Teatro ZinZanni, but 
she reminded me of Hillary Clin¬ 
ton trying to act zany. Yet there is 
a demure reality to Baez’s work 
that can offer a refreshing contrast 
to the high-pressure whimsy of 
the rest of the cast. 

Outfitted in sequins and feath¬ 
ers and a blonde wig, Baez is a 
guest star in the long-running 
dinner-theater entertainment that 
combines burlesque, circus acts, 
and quite a bit of audience partic¬ 
ipation. The show remains an ex¬ 
ercise in finely-tuned mayhem 
that dares even the most reserved 
patrons not to break out into 
broad grins by the evening’s end. 


Baez is playing the no-longer- 
larger-than-life Madame ZinZan¬ 
ni for a limited run, a role which 
has been combined with that of 
the Chanteuse. Baez has four 
solos, and joins in several duets 
and ensemble numbers. She 
opens with a Piaf-like ballad, of¬ 
fers up “Falling in Love in Again,” 
and encourages theatergoers to 
dance during “What’ll I Do?” But 
her voice comes most alive during 
“Gracias a La Vida,” one of her 
signature songs, and the audience 
cheered at this glimpse of the gen¬ 
uine Baez. 

Teatro ZinZanni has been run¬ 
ning since March 2000 in the or¬ 
nate vintage circus-tent set up on 
the Embarcadero, disproving the 
widely held sentiment that this 
Seattle import would fail amid the 
entertainment sophistication of 
San Francisco. While the early 
shtick of the faux restaurant staff 
can be dumb and even annoying, 
the longterm effects are far more 
felicitous. 

Kevin Kent, who was with the 
production when it opened, re¬ 
mains the biggest generator of 


laughs as the drama-queen chef. 
Arriving before each course in in¬ 
creasingly flamboyant outfits, he 
picks on a different audience 
member to embarrass for our 
amusement. At a recent perfor¬ 
mance, Kent’s skills reached their 
zenith when he coaxed a barely 
legal cutie named Steven to take 
off his shirt, prance across the 
stage in a lion headdress, and 
plant a reluctant kiss on Kent’s 
rouged and powdered face. 

The circus acts are another 
highlight, at least partly because 


they are performed within inches 
of the nearest spectators. There is 
a disconcerting thrill when an ac¬ 
robat spins a four-poster bed with 
his feet, a hefty prop that seem¬ 
ingly could become a dangerous 
projectile should anything go 
wrong. 

This actually may help explain 
the success of Teatro ZinZanni. It 
is dinner theater as a thrill ride, a 
sensation of controlled danger — 
from spinning beds to clumsy 
mock waiters — that touches all 
who choose to board. ▼

Film Noir series at the Castro Theatre

I n the 1940s and ’50s, Holly¬ 
wood studios turned out 
countless black-and-white 
mysteries and thrillers, many, if 
not most, B-pictures scheduled 
for the second half of double bills 
at neighborhood theatres. Later, 
French critics, dazzled by these 
movies, labeled them Film Noir 
and gave them respectability, al¬ 
though audiences had long en¬ 
joyed them. As a whole, they are 
characterized by crisp and moody 
chiaroscuro lighting, terse dia¬ 
logue, wary but romantic leading 
men, and often, treacherous 
women. Sometimes those roles 
are reversed and the leading ladies 
are menaced by deadly males. In 
other words, neither sex is to be 
trusted. From Tuesday, October 
23 through Thursday, October 25, 
the Castro Theatre is running six 
examples of the genre. (Another 
eight will be shown from Monday, 
November 12 through Thursday, 
November 15, and will be dis¬ 
cussed in a subsequent article.) 

Some noir classics are varia¬ 
tions on the Eve/Pandora as De¬ 
structive Temptress theme, and 
therefore can be labeled misogy¬ 
nist. But on another level, they 
also show how much women were 
forced to conceal behind the 
placid exteriors male-dominated 
society insisted they assume. Even 
viewers uncomfortable with the 
femme fatale portrayal — who see 


it as an image driven by masculine 
fears—will concede that many of 
the actresses playing these roles 
etched indelible screen portraits, 
inevitably leading to the question, 
Why did she turn out that way? 

That question is seldom an¬ 
swered, which makes the movies 
that much more intriguing. Out of 
the Past {1947) features the stun¬ 
ning Jane Greer as the classic 
woman of mystery. Based on 
Daniel Mainwaring’s pulp novel 
Build My Gallows High, this is one 
of the most stylish and influential 
noir movies. Greer plays the fugi¬ 
tive girlfriend of tense but well- 
dressed gangster Kirk Douglas. He 
hires private detective Robert 
Mitchum to find her. Mitchum 
succeeds, only to learn the danger 
o£ mixing work and pleasure.

Greer doesn’t appear until the last 
half of the movie, but by then au¬ 
diences are so desperate to see her 
that she makes an enormous im¬ 
pact. She keeps you guessing as to 
her motives and intentions. 
Jacques Tourneur’s swift direction 
is helped enormously by Nicholas 
Musaraca’s sinister cinematogra¬ 
phy. With Rhonda Fleming, who 
would often portray a deadly beau¬ 
ty, playing a nice one. (Greer had a 
featured role in the poor 1983 re¬ 
make, Against All Odds, starring 
James Woods and Rachel Ward.) 

Passing strangers 

When Alfred Hitchcock’s 
Strangers on a Train (1950) was 
released, gay audiences (and hip 
straight viewers as well) must 
have enjoyed the implicit homo¬ 
eroticism in the scene where boy¬ 
ish Robert Walker meets beautiful 
Farley Granger. Their initial con¬ 
versation has all the earmarks of 
cruising typical of the era. Also 
typical, and far more destructive, 
Walker plays a mentally disturbed 
individual who may be a closet 
queen. The movie, adapted by 
Raymond Chandler and Czenzi 
Ormonde from Patricia High- 
smith’s novel, has the wealthy 
Bruno Anthony (Walker) suggest¬ 
ing that he and tennis star Guy 
Haines (Granger) each do the 
other a murderous favor. Guy 
doesn’t take the proposal serious¬ 
ly, but Bruno does, living up to his 
end of the deal. The film works up 
to a famous and suspenseful finale

at an amusement park carousel. 
Walker is excellent, and Granger is 
very easy on the eyes. With Ruth 
Roman, Marion Lome, Leo G. 
Carroll, and Patricia Hitchcock, 
the director’s daughter, who’s 
quite amusing. 

Pauline Kael called Laura 
(1944), based on Vera Caspary’s 
terrific novel, “everybody’s fa¬ 
vorite chic murder mystery,” and 
she was right. This time, the beau¬ 
tiful eponymous heroine (Gene 
Tierney) is — or seems to be — 
the victim, not the killer. The 
super-elegant Clifton Webb plays 
her mentor, acerbic columnist 
Waldo Lydecker; Vincent Price is 
her weak fiance, Shelby; stylish Ju¬ 
dith Anderson is her wealthy 
aunt, who wants Shelby for her¬

self; and Dana Andrews is the cop 
trying to figure out what really 
happened. The Oscar-winning 
cinematography is by Joseph 
LaShelle. Lyle Wheeler, Leland 
Fuller and Thomas Little designed 
the marvelous sets, mainly fash¬ 
ionable Manhattan apartments. 
Otto Preminger directed with un¬ 
usual subtly. The Oscar-nominat¬ 
ed Webb (he lost the Best Sup¬ 
porting Actor Academy Award to 
Barry Fitzgerald’s sentimental 
Irish priest in the sticky Going My 
Way) plays the first of his unde¬ 
clared and none-too-nice queens, 
and is dazzling, easily stealing the 
picture. On just about any level, 
this is one of the best mysteries 
ever made. 

Terrible waste 

In contrast, Preminger’s over- 
the-top Angel Face (1953), which 
wastes the lovely Jean Simmons as 
a rich, murderous young woman 
who hates her mother, and Robert 
Mitchum as the family chauffeur

The stylish 
closet case 

The career of Clifton Webb

f Clifton Webb (1891-1966) 
were alive today, he’d co-star 
on Frasier, as the uncle upon 
whom the eponymous hero and 
his brother Niles modeled their 
interests, snobbery, wit, and ele¬ 
gance. His character would never 
come out of the closet — viewers 
would presume he was gay, just as 
audiences did in the ’40s and ’50s, 
when he became one of the few 
character actors to achieve full- 
fledged stardom. Although best- 
remembered as Waldo Lydecker, 
the acid-tongued columnist in 
Laura (1944), showing at the Cas¬ 
tro Theatre on Thursday, October 
25, he made many films, almost 
all of them hits. 

From the advent of talkies 
through the ’60s, most Hollywood 
leading men relied on brawn to 
win their leading ladies. Gable, 
Cooper, Wayne, Brando, East- 
wood took action. Education and 
refinement were indications that 
the man was homosexual — or 
British. No one personified this 
unspoken truth better than Webb, 
who became a screen star in mid¬ 
dle age, following a successful 
Broadway career in musical 
comedies. 

On stage, he co-starred with 
Beatrice Lillie, Gertrude 
Lawrence, and Ina Claire, and ap¬ 
peared in several silent movies. In 
1933, MGM offered him a cameo 


in Joan Crawford’s Dancing Lady, 
^but Webb insisted on equal 
billing, which the studio refused. 
Fred Astaire, making his film 
debut, replaced him. Two years 
later, MGM signed Webb to co- 
star with Crawford in Elegance, 
but her dancing was no match for 
his, and the film was scrapped. 

He returned to the theatre, ap¬ 
pearing in, among other plays, 
The Man Who Came to Dinner 
and Noel Coward’s Blithe Spirit. 
He was in the latter in Los Angeles 
when Otto Preminger, preferring 
him to original choice Laird 
Craiger, offered Laura. He stole 
the film, receiving a Best Support¬ 
ing Actor Oscar nomination, and 
followed it with a similar part, 
hiding with Lucille Ball in The 
Dark Corner (1946). That same 
year he played the snobbish Elliot 
Templeton in Somerset Maugh¬ 
am’s The Razors Edge — a flawless 
performance, stealing the picture 
from Tyrone Power and Gene 
Tierney, and getting a second 
Supporting Oscar nomination. 
Webb’s death scene is hilarious 
and touching, transcending camp. 

Sitting pretty 

He returned to Broadway in 
Coward’s Present Laughter, then 
was Sitting Pretty (1948) as 
babysitter Mr. Belvedere, showing 
little tolerance for his charge. His 
hilarious performance earned a 
Best Actor Oscar nomination, and

Palma-style plot twists and parade 
of gore, is especially welcome. Di¬ 
rected by Byung-Ki Ahn, this un¬ 
official remake of I Know What 
You Did Last Summer features a 
group of seven university stu¬ 
dents, one of whose members 
commits suicide. One by one, the 
other members are brutally dis¬ 
patched. There are some effective 
set-pieces here, and the final scene, 
though not entirely unexpected, 
bears comparison with the ending 
of Carrie as a sudden gruesome 
jolt. Still, the actors are so pretty 
(the fractured press notes call 
them “the most beautiful people”) 
that the film sometimes looks like 
a photo spread from a Korean ver¬ 
sion of Cosmo. (10/20) 

City folks 

American Larry Fessenden has 
made a minor splash as a director 
of artfully grainy low-budget cin¬ 
ema, and Wendigo, based on a Na¬ 
tive American folk character, is 
typical of his style. As in Deliver¬ 
ance, a family of city folks — Kim 
(Patricia Clarkson), hubby 
George (Jake Weber), and son 
Miles (Erik per Sullivan, from 
Malcolm in the Middle ) — decide 
to abandon civilization for a 
weekend of communing with na¬ 
ture at a friend’s country house. 
Inevitably, the locals aren’t exact¬ 
ly hospitable, and all manner of 
spooky/deadly things occur. Not 
least of these is the appearance of 
the title character, who arrives in 
various guises — wind, water, and 
a guy in a deer suit — to terrorize 
both the vacationers and the 
townsfolk. 

Fessenden’s style — harsh, al¬ 
most unpleasant photography 


and vertiginous editing — is more 
interesting than the rather thin 
story. And he might have been 
wiser not to visualize the Wendigo 
at all. While there’s enough at¬ 
mosphere throughout to keep the 
viewer vaguely agitated, the man 
in the deer suit won’t scare anyone 
over six. (10/22) 

The best of the films screened, 
and the most fun, is Shusuke 
Kaneko’s Pyrokinesis. Kaneko’s fil¬ 
mography includes Gamera 3: The 
Revenge of Iris and Haunted 
School 3, but the cartoonishness 
suggested by these titles is em¬ 
ployed to captivating effect in Py¬ 
rokinesis. This live-action anime 
imagines a Japan in which a few 
seemingly ordinary citizens have 
ESP and more deadly powers. 
Junko (Akiko Yada), a 20-year-old 
mail-worker with emotional 
problems, can cause instant, im¬ 
molating fires through sheer force 
of will. When her boyfriend’s sis¬ 
ter is raped and killed, Junko goes 
after Kogure (Hidenori Tokuya- 
ma), the murderous son of a pow¬ 
erful businessman. Against a 
backdrop of political intrigue, po¬ 
lice corruption, and her own tor¬ 
tured history, Junko brutally ex¬ 
acts her revenge. The film gets 
considerable mileage out of the 
contrast between the character’s 
sweet, doll-like face and her lethal 
powers, which are so strong they 
threaten to overwhelm even her. 
The special effects have a cartoon - 
like charm in some scenes, and 
skirt the gruesome in others. The 
female pyro motif isn’t new 
(Firestarter , starring Drew Barry¬ 
more, did it in 1984), but Pyroki¬ 
nesis, with its high anime style, 
makes it seem so. V

l ft $ ith the world awash in 
^ f real-life horrors, it’s a lit- 
W W tie surprising that film¬ 
makers can continue to wring 
thrills — and box office receipts 
— out of vampires, ghosts, zom¬ 
bies, et al. But audiences appar¬ 
ently want something that the 
.monsters surrounding them in 
their daily lives can’t give. Feeding 
this enduring fetish is Dark Wave, 
the San Francisco Film Society’s 
four-day, eight-feature festival 
that samples recent horror films 
from around the world. This re¬ 
view samples four of the eight 
films playing the Roxie Cinema 
from October 19-22. 

From Spain comes Jaume Bal- 
aguero’s The Nameless, based on a 
novel by a late disciple of H.P. 
Lovecraft, Ramsey Campbell. 
Campbell is Britain’s leading hor¬ 
ror writer. Like Lovecraft, he spe¬ 
cializes in hidden horrors that 
must be unearthed by some pa¬ 


thetic Everyman, who pays dearly 
for penetrating the mysteries. In 
this case it’s an Everywoman, 
Claudia (Emma Vilarasau), whose 
six-year-old daughter Angela van¬ 
ishes mysteriously. Five years later, 
Claudia gets a phone call, seem¬ 
ingly from Angela, who pleads for 
rescue. Thus begins a compelling 
if Byzantine tale of a secret soci¬ 
ety linked to Nazi atrocities, and 
their attempts to plumb the 
depths of evil. 

Balaguero’s command of this 
dicey material, which sails over 
the top in some extremely grue¬ 
some imagery, only falters at the 
end, when the revelations come at 
such a dizzying pace the viewer is 
left more confused than creeped 
out. Cinematography is first-rate 
in this color film that often looks 
black-and-white, and the acting 
throughout is fine, giving credi¬ 
bility to a story that on paper may 
not have had much. (10/19)

Girl talk 

Blair’s lack of acting experi¬ 
ence actually works in her favor in 
The Exorcist. She’s wonderfully 
real — very much a sweet, ordi¬ 
nary kid — in her early, pre-pos¬ 
session scenes. There’s a particu¬ 
lar warmth and naturalness to her 
interplay with Ellen Burstyn, who 
plays her mother in the film. 

When I mentioned to Blair 
that the scene where she and 
Burstyn girl-talk before bed is my 
favorite in the film, she said, “It’s 
my favorite, too. Those scenes 
were rehearsed for three months, 
which is why I think they work so 
well and seem so natural. The 
words were embedded in our 
brains. Of course, it helped that I 
was acting opposite Ellen, who is 
one of the finest actresses ever. To 
have that kind of intimacy with 
her was easy.” 

For those early scenes, Blair said 
Friedkin created a quiet, relaxed at¬ 
mosphere on the set. “I remember 
his gentle way of whispering, ‘Roll 
camera,”’ said the actress. But for 
the rest of the film — after Regan 
has been seized by demonic forces, 
and her terrified mother turns to 
doctors, psychiatrists and finally an 
exorcist to save her — Friedkin’s 
directorial approach changed dras¬ 
tically. From this point on, he tried 
to keep his actors as on-edge as 
possible, employing such 
nerve-fraying methods as refriger¬ 
ating the set of Regan’s bedroom, 
and firing a gun at random mo¬ 
ments during filming. 

“He and I talked about the gun 
recently,” said Blair, “and he told 
me, ‘I wasn’t the first to do that. 
Peckinpah did it. So-and-so did 
it.’ He said the objective is always 
the same, to shake the actors up in 
order to get the performances that 


you want. And it worked.” 

In an unusual feat for a horror 
film, The Exorcist won 10 Oscar 
nominations in 1974, including 
nods for Blair, Burstyn and Fried¬ 
kin. The film won awards for 
sound and for William Peter Blat- 
ty’s screenplay. The film was a 
huge commercial success as well, 
becoming the then-second high¬ 
est-grossing film in screen history. 
The Exorcist repeated its box-office 
success last year when it was re-re¬ 
leased in a restored version, which 
scored even with jaded young hor¬ 
ror fans more accustomed to the 
semi-satiric Scream trilogy and the 
spoofy Scary Movies. 

“No one knew the re-release 
would be so successful,” admitted 
Blair. “Billy and Blatty had talked 
about doing it for years. They fi¬ 
nally got Warners to give the okay, 
which actually took some doing. 
They weren’t sure how it would 
do, and they didn’t want to put 
the money into it. But it definite¬ 
ly paid off.” 

Heresy here 

When discussing her acting ca¬ 
reer, it’s clear Blair preferred to talk 
about The Exorcist and leave it at 
that. When I began probing about 
the trashy B-movies (Night Heat), 
notorious TV-movies (Born Inno¬ 
cent) and big-budget misfires (Air¬ 
port 1975) on her resume, she an¬ 
swered politely if unenthusiastical¬ 
ly. But you can’t really blame her. 
How many times is she expected to 
explain what went wrong with Ex¬ 
orcist II: The Heretic, anyway? So, 
while I hated to do it, I had to ask: 
Um, Linda, what exactly did go 
wrong with The Heretic? 

“Actually, the initial script was 
amazing,” said Blair. “Amazing 
enough that it attracted [director] 
John Boorman, Richard Burton, 
James Earl Jones, Louise Fletcher, 
and so on. But the movie every¬ 
one saw was five drafts later. They 
changed so much, rewriting as we 
filmed.” 

Blair took on the character of 
Regan one last time for 1990’s Re¬ 
possessed, an Exorcist parody 
co-starring Leslie Nielsen. It’s a 
middling comedy (The Heretic 
has more laughs), but Blair said it 
served its purpose, namely to 
lightheartedly put The Exorcist 
and Regan to rest once and for all. 
“After all those years, I finally got 
to laugh at Regan,” said Blair, “and 
it felt great.” 

Blair still acts occasionally (she 
currently hosts the Fox series 
Scariest Places), but her main 
focus now is on her recently pub¬ 
lished book, Going Vegan. Con¬ 
cerns about growth hormones in 
cattle, mad cow disease, and the 
contamination of the ocean led 
Blair to an animal product-free 
diet, which in turn led to the book 
she calls a “lifestyle” (not diet) 
manual. Blair said writing the 
book was a “calling.” 

“I worked seven days a week 
for seven months on the book,” 
said Blair. “I know the information 
in it inside out. This son-of-a-gun

turned my life upside-down be¬ 
cause I uncovered truths about 
what an animal-based diet does to 
our bodies. I’m full of information 
that I wish I didn’t know.” 

A portion of the proceeds from 
Blair’s self-financed book goes to 
Farm Sanctuary and other 
human- and animal-related char¬ 
ities, just the latest example of her 
commitment to charity fundrais¬ 
ing. Over the past decade, Blair has 
taken advantage of her celebrity to 
raise money for a variety of pet 
causes. A few years ago, for exam¬ 
ple, she independently raised 
$3,000 for flood victims in the 
Midwest by selling signed cans of 
pea soup (vegan, natch). 

“ The Exorcist gave me the abil¬ 
ity to pursue my dreams,” said 
Blair. “It gave me a platform to 
speak out on issues and raise 
money for charities that I care 
deeply about. I’m very grateful for 
that.” ▼

' Co-dependent Lesbian Space Alien Seeks Same' at Rhino Studio

T here are so many gay male 
playwrights who score their 
points with lunacy that it’s 
refreshing to find a lesbian writer 
effectively mining a similar vein. 
Madeleine Olnek is not a name 
yet known in these parts, but her 
star has been on the rise in New 
York with her off-the-wall takes 
on contemporary society. 

Co-dependent Lesbian Space 
Alien Seeks Same, being presented 
by the Half Baked Players in The¬ 
atre Rhino’s Studio, is Olnek’s of¬ 
ficial debut in San Francisco. This 
appealingly ridiculous look at 
outsiders — both from Earth and 
planets beyond — whets the ap¬ 
petite for more opportunities to 
experience Olnek. 

In Lesbian Space Alien, Olnek 
imagines a distant planet where 
the ozone layer is being depleted 
by “big feelings.” While hate and 
anger stay bottled up inside one’s 
body, love is sent forth into the at¬ 
mosphere, where it eats a hole in 
the sky. Those who can’t help 
themselves are sent to Earth, 
where their love can eventually be 
drained by the heartache that al¬ 
ways follows. 

And so three lesbian aliens 
clumsily set out to find love 
among the earthlings, and in one 
case, their misbegotten approach 
works. The lonely and awkward 
Jayne finds a kindred spirit in 
Zoinx, who laughs at the wrong 


places in movies and takes literal¬ 
ly the lyrics to disco music. 

Although this is a bare-bones 
production (save for the alien cos¬ 
tumes), director John Morace 
knows how to coax maximum 
humor from the sketch-like script. 
The cast is also happily in tune 
with the cranked-up whimsy, 
earning big laughs that go beyond 
what is provided by the script. 

This is abundantly true of Sara 
Moore as Zoinx and Ginger Eck¬ 
ert as Jayne. Moore brings a de¬ 
lightfully endearing goofmess to 
the alien, while Eckert uncovers a 
comic pathos to Jayne. Ann Iobst 
and Nancy Malone engagingly 
play fellow aliens with distinctive 
personalities, and Marcus DeCos- 
ta, Desi Del Valle, Joan Grinde, 
and ’Drew Todd turn up effective-

what collaboration should be.” 

Curran says his job was “to 
write a score which would cover a 
wide scope of movement, mood, 
tensions, densities and abstract 
theatrical discourses, of which 
Margy is a particular master.”

trie guitar and bass marimba — 
there are other percussion instru¬ 
ments, too — who, in recording 
or live, give performances of un¬ 
paralleled perfection.”

1974. His poem “I Do Not” has 
made a big impact on the dance 
piece. Its lines “I do not know 
English./1 do not know English, 
and therefore I can have nothing

Yes and no 

Asked about the relevance of 
May I Now in our dangerous geo¬ 
political climate, Jenkins remarks, 
“I think it’s a very complicated 
time, and all the knee-jerk reac¬ 
tions don’t work and don’t fit, be¬ 
cause this is its own thing. And 
somehow this work has always 
been about the things that we ap¬ 
proach and deflect, those things 
we say yes or no to. The parts of 
ourselves that say yes, we should 
retaliate, and no, we should do 
everything in our power to be a 
conscientious objector to that 
kind of violence and find other 
solutions. Each one of us has a yes 
and no inside.”

'The Blank Generation' revisits punk era

fjf^ very social movement needs 
§1® a soundtrack, and despite 
Ulli widespread reports of apa¬ 
thetic youth and political stasis, 
the twilight years of the 20th cen¬ 
tury were rife with both. The 
indie movements of the time — 
punk, new wave, grunge, rave cul¬ 
ture — were equal parts music 
and lifestyle, a noisy grab during 
ffeefall at something dark, aggres¬ 
sive, and meaningful to counter 
the sunny sickness of America’s 
middlebrow culture. New docu¬ 
mentaries (one a double feature) 
offer flawed but fascinating tours 
of these movements. 

In New York, punk was also art 
and poetry, with rockers like Patti 
Smith and Television creating 
music that was as much about 
providing an artistic and lifestyle 
model as delivering rhythm kicks 
to bored scenesters. The Blank 
Generation (1976), directed by 
Amos Poe and Ivan Krai, mixes 
quasi-live performances with in¬ 
terviews based on the New York 
incarnation of art-punk. On the 
same DVD is Dancin’ Barefoot 
(1995), both an update and a 
stroll through the same history as 
seen through the eyes of Patti 
Smith collaborator Krai, with 
Smith getting the lion’s share of

in complex formal arrangements, 
and there are stunning solos, too, 
which appear to come from 
nowhere, as in life. 

May I Now uses the entire the¬ 
atrical space as its stage — the 
dancers come and go from all 
sides — and the audience, seated 
opposite each other, will see the 
dancers performing in the center, 
between them. This heightens the 
confrontational nature of the 
piece. It also adds layers of tension 
and ambiguity, and at the re¬ 
hearsal I saw separate but simul¬ 
taneous events follow their own 
internal logic. Nothing ever 
looked finished, set in stone. 

Alexander Nichols’ set, with its 
hangings which are transparent 
but not quite, should make these 
moves seem even more mysteri¬ 
ous. Or as costume designer 
David F. Draper, who worked with 
Jenkins on her last piece, Breathe 
Normally, notes, “That was closer 
to doing a play, and was much 
cleaner, neater. But here there’s no 
specific information. It’s more 
cerebral and gut feeling in a way.” 

These opposites should get a 
workout. And Jenkins, who be¬ 
lieves that “the role art can play is 
to sustain community or re-create 
community,” should find the re¬ 
ception of her piece tempered and 
strengthened by our recent na¬ 
tional tragedies. Terrorists may be 
something we know but can’t see, 
and dance at its best should be 
something we can see but can’t re¬ 
ally know- That’s a delicate bal¬ 
ance, but a balance nonetheless, 
and one that will feel different and 
personal to each of us, in these 
fractured, precarious times. T

footage and commentary. 

Blank Generation has consider¬ 
able cachet as a contemporary 
record of that tumultuous time. 
Performers caught live at the 
Temple of Punk, CBGBs, include 
Smith, Television, Tuff Darts, 
Wayne (later Jayne) County, 
Blondie, the Ramones, Johnny 
Thunders, and more obscure tal¬ 
ents like Harry Toledo, the Mar¬ 
bles, the Miamis, the Shirts, and 
the Heartbreakers. Musical high¬ 
lights include a sizzling “Gloria” 
by the Patti Smith Group; a pre¬ 
op Wayne County’s crazed gen- 
derfuck “Are You a Boy or Are You 
a Girl?” (she looks like a punked- 
out Phyllis Diller in fright wig and 
trash-bag dress); and Blondie’s 
sweet revamping of the Shangri- 
Las’ “Out in the Streets.” 

One problem is that the live 
music isn’t remotely synched to 
the visuals; Ivan Krai shot 8mm 
footage of the bands in their 
prime, but his camera lacked 
sound. For this documentary, Poe 
and Krai simply added live tracks 
to the visuals. So it’s more than a 
little jarring to hear the sound¬ 
track playing “Psycho Killer” 
while David Byrne is singing god 
knows what. Some of the groups 
haven’t aged well, but the film’s 
rough editing and grainy black- 
and-white photography nicely 
evoke the grungy pleasures of the 
scene. 

Punk royalty 

Twenty years later, Krai shot an 
autobiographical documentary 
for Czech television that’s as 
much a paean to Patti Smith as a 
retrospective of Krai’s career. 
Dancin’ Barefoot opens with testi¬ 
monials by Bono, Byrne (who just 
nods dementedly) and others. 
Some of the same footage from 
Blank Generation is seen, with the 
added frisson of recent interviews 
with Iggy Pop, Debbie Harry, 
Lenny Kaye, Chris Stein, and 
other punk royalty. They recall the 
scene in enticingly gossipy detail. 
Johnny Ramone bitches about 
CBGBs, whose owner had an 
open-door policy for groups but 
wouldn’t even give them a free 
beer. Chris Stein complains about 
Patti Smith’s “bad writing” and 
“bad vibes” — one of the few neg¬ 
ative comments in the film about 
her. Iggy Pop does note ruefully 
that when she suddenly quit, as 
major success beckoned, “she 
stranded her band.” 

Smith devotees will find this a 
crucial buy; it’s loaded with rare 


performance footage and inter¬ 
views. Punk historians, too, will 
appreciate the composite portrait 
of how the scene evolved, CBGBs’ 
role, and the forces — often self¬ 
generated — that caused so many 
of the bands to self-destruct. 

The West Coast scene was 
more raw and ragged than its New 
York counterpart, judging from 
Rage: 20 Years of Punk Rock West 
Coast Style, put together by actor 
Scott Jacoby and Michael Bishop. 
Again a mix of historical and con¬ 
temporary footage and inter¬ 
views, the film (running a mere 60 
minutes) focuses on a handful of 
legendary figures from the move¬ 
ment: Jack Grisham of TSOL, 
Jello Biafra of the Dead Kennedys, 
Gitane DeMone of Christian 
Death, and Keith Morris of the 
Circle Jerks. (Fans of the many 
other pioneers of LA punk such as 
the Dils and X may be annoyed by 
their absence.) Duane Peters of 
US Bombs offers as good a mani¬ 
festo for punk as any we’ve heard: 
“When I was a kid, I just knew I 
was pissed off. It was a fuckin’ 
angry life ’til I found punk rock.” 

Despite the implied peace in 
his statement, Peters remains 
angry. His anger continues to 
drive him and keep him perform¬ 
ing, unlike so many punks who 
o.d.’d or moved on. Grisham 
seems conflicted, proclaiming his 
refusal to compromise while 
lamenting the lack of interest by 
the mainstream. But there’s more 
going on here than a miserable 
backward glance. DeMone talks 
intriguingly about all the sex 
going on at punk clubs (“on the 
sidelines”), the rituals (letting a 
candle melt on your hand), and 
her own sometimes dicey situa¬ 
tion as a “very aggressive female” 
in a male-dominated scene. Biafra 
is his usual articulate self. 

Best of all is Morris, who keeps 
the faith without seeming preten¬ 
tious or bitter. He spouts home 
truths dressed in a cowboy hat, 
psycho-sunglasses, and a gray wig 
that looks like it was pulled off a 
dead bag-lady. Despite his outre 
look, Morris is a model of zen 
equanimity: “I come from the 
working class, and you do what 
you do, and you get whatever re¬ 
ward you get and be happy with 
that.” T

Is Drummer title dead?

I he mood immediately fol¬ 
lowing the International 
Drummer and Drummer 
Boy contests was of a decidedly 
celebratory nature. The Victory 
Party on Sunday following the 
contest was convivial and full of 
promise for the new titleholders 
and almost everyone who partic¬ 
ipated. 

But on Monday, October 8, 
2001, in an email sent to all the 
contestants, their sponsors and 
the board of directors of Drum¬ 
mer Contests, Inc., producer Mike 
Zuhl let the world know that he 
would no longer produce the two 
contests. 

Citing several charges includ¬ 
ing breach of contract and im¬ 
mense dissatisfaction with the 
photographer employed by the 
Drummer Contest owners from 
Amsterdam, Zuhl rallied support 
nationwide with his plan to stage 
a Drummer-type contest without 
the name “Drummer”. 

Contestants complained that 
the two henchmen from Amster¬ 
dam representing Martijn Bakker, 
owner, had overstepped their 
participation by completely 
rearranging the schedules of 
the contestants for the 
photo shoots. The pho¬ 
tographer in question 
insisted the contestants 
ingest Viagra to “en¬ 
hance” the nude photos 
he insisted on taking. 

And where was 
Mr. Martijn Bakker, 
owner of Drummer? 

Reliable sources reported that he 
was “playing” at a social club in 
Atlanta the entire weekend. The 
2001 edition of Drummer and 
Drummer Boy contest was the 
third time Mr. Bakker was not in 
attendance. 

Since the Zuhl announcement, 
several people have chimed in 
with their assessment of the situ¬ 
ation. I personally received over 
172 emails on the subject — all 
supportive of Mike Zuhl’s deci¬ 
sion. 

The question also arose as to 
whether or not we really need an¬ 
other leather title contest. Zuhl re¬ 
sponds that a “Drummer-type” 
contest will take place and the en¬ 
tire Drummer Class of 2001, and 
the regional sponsors have indi¬ 
cated their support of that en¬ 
deavor.

In the past, Mr. Drummer win¬ 
ners were never forced to pose 
nude but were given the option 
of doing so or not. One 
previous winner de¬ 
manded a $3000 fee for a 
photo shoot, which was 
rejected, and so his expo¬ 
sure in the magazine was 
limited. 

Whatever the 
eventual disposition, 
a Drummer-type 
contest will take place next Octo¬ 
ber 2002 in Florida. Drummer is 
an American leather tradition and 
at the risk of sounding provincial, 
I would venture that it is a Cali¬ 
fornia tradition as well. The feel¬ 
ing is that “foreign intervention” 
is not acceptable to all. parties 
concerned. 

Whether the throne chair in 
Amsterdam pursues staging Inter¬ 
national Mr. Drummer and 
Drummer Boy in the U.S. is open 
to conjecture. The regional spon¬ 
sors are not likely to succumb to 
any enticements from Amster¬ 
dam. Several of the 2002 Drum¬ 
mer contestants are already balk¬ 
ing at having their photos on the 
Drummer web site and the mur¬ 
muring of “lawsuit” gets stronger 
and stronger with each passing 
day. Stay tuned. It could be a 


bumpy ride!

the film was a smash, so he fol¬ 
lowed with Mr. Belvedere Goes to 
College (1949), not nearly as good. 
He played Myrna Loy’s husband 
and father of their 12 children in 
Cheaper by the Dozen (1950), 
dying again, so only his voice was 
heard in the sequel, Belles on their 
Toes (1952). Although sometimes 
cast as a paterfamilias, his manner 
made it clear that siring offspring 
was a duty, not a pleasure. He por¬ 
trayed a helpful angel in For Heav¬ 
ens Sake , then starred in Mr. 
Belvedere Rings the Bell (1951). 

Much better was Dreamboat 
(1952) with Ginger Rogers, play¬ 
ing a ham actor rediscovered 
when his old films are shown on 
television. He starred as John 
Philip Souza in the jingoistic Stars 
and Stripes Forever (1952), then 
sailed with Barbara Stanwyck on 
the Titanic (1953), stoically going 
down with the ship. That same 
year he was Mr. Scoutmaster, a 
sticky return to Mr. Belvedere in 
all but name, then had another 
smash as the older expatriate 
writer whom Dorothy Maguire 
loves in 1954’s Three Coins in the 
Fountain. 

Also in 1954, he was top-billed 
in Womans World as a bachelor 
CEO deciding which man (Fred 
MacMurray, Cornel Wilde, Van 
Heflin) will get a key position 
based on his impressions of their 
wives (Lauren Bacall, June 
Allyson, Arlene Dahl), an awful 
film, but a great guilty pleasure. 
He became The Man Who Never 
Was (1956) as a World War II spy 
opposite Gloria Grahame, por¬ 
trayed a greedy collector of an¬ 
cient artifacts in Boy on a Dolphin 
(1957) with Sophia Loren and 


Clifton Webb was a character actor whom audiences presumed was gay. 


Alan Ladd, and starred as a Victo¬ 
rian father in Mr. Pennypacker 
(1958). He and Maguire took a 
Holiday for Lovers (1959), then he 
and William Holden were priests 
in war-ravaged China, discovering 
that Satan Never Sleeps (1962), a 
moving performance in his final 
film. 


In real life, the gay Webb lived 
with his mother, Maybelle — they 
were a famous Hollywood couple. 
When she died, he held regular 
seances in the hopes of establish¬ 
ing contact. Whether they reunit¬ 
ed is unknown, but he achieved a 
unique cinema immortality with¬ 
out supernatural help. T

The Austrian capital’s cob¬ 
blestone streets and amusement 
park have never seemed so lonely 
or frightening. 

The last film included in this se¬

I t’s been an unsettling year over at 
848 Community Space, where so 
much queer culture gets present¬ 
ed. The threat of eviction has been 
hanging over everyone’s heads, and 
finally, on September 21, less than 
two weeks after the devastating 
events of Sepbember 11, the organiz¬ 
ers of 848 Community Space were 
served with a “3-day Notice to Cure 
or Quit.” 

As always, disaster brings with it 
opportunity. To keep alive the spirit 
of 848 Community Space, founders 
Keith Hennessy and Med-O Whitson, 
848 administrator Jessica Whitson, 
and Chris Carlsson, founder of Bay 
Area Center for Art 8c Technology 
(BACAT) are launching counter- 
PULSE, a new SF center for cultural 
experimentation. They’re starting a 
fund-raising campaign that they 
hope will enable them to purchase a 
permanent site within two years that 
will combine a cultural center and af¬ 
fordable housing for artists and ac- . 
tivists. 

The idea is to spawn “an inspira¬ 
tional counter pulse to the current 
beat of American mass culture now 
reeling with fear, war fantasies, grief, 
and the ongoing reduction in the di¬ 
versity. of ideas and experiences.” 

Toward this goal, two “birth par¬ 
ties” will be presented at CellSpace 
this Friday and Saturday, October 19 
and 20. 

On Friday, the Yoga-Tai Chi col¬ 
lective hosts “Inhalation/lnspira- 
tion,” a dance party, healing, and 
ritual for peace. The space opens at 
8:30 p.m., yoga practice happens at 9 
p.m., and tai chi at 10 p.m. After that, 
from 11 p.m. to 2 a.m., it’s party time 
with beat dropping by DJs Moon- 
doggy 8c Clay. Tickets are $15, avail¬

Community Space have been en¬ 
couraging and nurturing all sorts of 
off-beat events, from Dada Festivals 
to erotic readings to the Faerie Film 
Fest to dances of all sorts.

Losing it will 
hurt. But the spirit that brought it 
about continues to thrive, and with 
luck, counterPt/LS£ will enable per¬

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Teenage angst 

'Finding H.F/ tackles adolescence 


by Deborah Peifer 

t takes a certain naivete or per¬ 
haps unbridled courage for a 
writer to tackle the seething 
world of adolescence. Add coming 
out to the cauldron, and that 
writer had better be remarkably 
skilled as well. Fortunately, in the 
case of Finding H.F. (Alyson, 
$12.95), the author is 
Julia Watts, an ex¬ 
ceptional talent 
whose previous 
novels (including 
Mixed Blessings 
and Wedding Bell 
Blues ) have pro¬ 
vided hours of 
readerly delight. With Watts as the 
author, I approached Finding H.F. 
with anticipation rather than 
dread, and was pleased beyond all 
expectation. Finding H.F. is a 
wonderful novel, one that will 
break your heart and heal it all at 
the same time. 

H.F. is a 16 year-old with more 
burdens than many. Raised by her 
grandmother after her mother 
disappeared a year after H.F. was 
born, saddled with the name 
Heavenly Faith by her very reli¬ 
gious grandmother, as well as the 
appellation “bastard” by her less 
polite schoolmates, H.F. is a 
young woman with exactly dne 
friend and a secret she can’t bear 
to share with anyone but him. 
Fortunately, her friend Bo shares 
the secret, a fact which makes him 
the target of every homophobe in 
their small Southern town. 

A new girl at school, Wendy, 
brings the possibility of a life 
other than the one they seem des¬ 
tined for in their tradition-bound 
town. After all, Wendy lives in a 
brick home, “the big sign that a 
person’s making good in the 



world.” When H.F. discovers that 
her grandmother has been con¬ 
cealing her mother’s whereabouts, 
she and Bo go off on a journey to 
find her, a journey of self-discov¬ 
ery that rivals Huck and Jim on 
the raft for its complexity and 
depth of feeling. 

Watts captures the horrors of 
high school with delica¬ 
cy, wit, and consider¬ 
able dexterity, but 
never falls into easy 
sentimentality. Con¬ 
sider H.F.’s description 
of a hidden place near a 
waterfall where 
the three friends 
hang out to es¬ 
cape their fellow 
students: “Here by the waterfall, 
Wendy and Bo and me make up 
our own world. I know nature can 
be just as nasty as high school, 
what with big animals eating little 
animals, and strong critters beat¬ 
ing up on weak critters. But here at 
Deer Creek, you’d never think na¬ 
ture was anything but peaceful — 
a place where everybody, no matter 
how small or weak or different, can 
be safe from harm.” 

Watts creates vivid characters 
who spring to life on the page. She 
manages to avoid stereotypes — 
even the religious grandmother, a 
character easy to pigeonhole, is a 
woman of great individuality. H.F. 
is the heart of the novel, and her 
struggles matter as much to us as 
they do to her. Finding H.F. is a 
wonderful novel for teenagers to 
read, but it also a must-read for 
anyone who knows or has ever 
been a teenager. 

Restaurant rescue 

I know enough about cooking 
to recognize that Florentine 
means spinach, but beyond that, 
any menu that contains French 


phrases tends to leave me serious¬ 
ly in the lurch. Enter, thank good¬ 
ness, A La Carte USA (eBook- 
stand Books, $15.95 paperback, 
$8.99 to download from ebook- 
stand.com), a very handy glossary 
compiled by Paul R. Gill of phras¬ 
es, with pronunciations, that will 
enable the linguistically chal¬ 
lenged to order fromage and 
know that it’s formaggio. At 124 
pages, the book is small enough to 
carry around with you, but never¬ 
theless, it’s jam-packed with plen¬ 
ty of useful information. I was cu¬ 
rious to know a little more about 
my new savior, so an e-interview 
seemed just the thing. 

Deborah Peifer: Why did you de¬ 
cide to write the book? 

Paul Gill: I decided to write the 
book because no one had done 
anything comprehensive at the 
time, the late ’80s. Food Lovers 
Companion , the best glossary in 
the field, came later. 

I wanted to help travelers,

restaurant employees, and the up¬ 
scale dining public. I noticed that 
even well-educated and obviously 
well-heeled people had no idea 
what they were eating and could 
not comfortably pronounce com¬ 
plicated menus. 

What's your food connection? 

Twenty-six years as a restau¬ 
rant pro in San Francisco — man¬ 
ager, waiter, caterer, and so on. I 
also did a lot of culinary reading 
and taught myself a great deal 
simply by eating out in better 


restaurants and paying attention 
to what went on around me. Lan¬ 
guage study — French, Spanish, 
and Italian — helped immensely. 

I made culinary tours of Paris, 
London, and Northern Italy. 1 am 
now teaching food-server courses 
through the Learning Annex. I 
emphasize service, glassware, table 
set-up, terminology, wine types, 
wine geography, correlations be¬ 
tween wine names and the grapes 
used therein, uniforms and tools, 
basic cocktails, ethics, etc. The re¬ 
sponse has been favorable. I want 
to keep learning and am attending 
some wine appreciation courses.

Notes from an exile

Mona and Other Tales by Reinal- 
do Arenas; translated by Dolores 
M. Koch; Vintage, $12 

il M ost readers are familiar 
jplJfS with the work of exiled 
iWi Cuban writer Reinaldo 
Arenas through his memoir, Before 
Night Falls, which was made into a 
popular independent film of the 
same title last year. Arenas was a 
gifted writer who was not afraid to 
use his pen to depict the realities of 
life in Castro’s Cuba. His writings 
and his homosexuality, which were 
both deemed “counterrevolution¬ 
ary” by the Cuban government, 
made him a target for political per¬ 
secution and imprisonment. He 
endured much hardship at the 
hands of the Cuban authorities be¬ 
fore he escaped to the United 
States at the end of the ’70s. He 
committed suicide in 1990, while 
suffering from AIDS. 

The stories collected in Mona 
and Other Tales span a period of 
over 20 years. Some were written 
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from within Cuban prisons, oth¬ 
ers from Miami and then New 
York, the city that eventually be¬ 
came his home. Arenas’ hatred of 
Castro and his passion for free¬ 
dom permeate all of his writing. 
In “End of a Story,” one of the 
pieces in this new collection, Are¬ 
nas rails against Cuba and vows 
that he will never return: “Never! 
Did you hear me? Not even if, 
after the regime falls, they beg me 
to come back to have my profile 
stamped on a medal or whatever; 
not even if my presence is crucial 
for the whole island not to sink; 
not even if the red carpet is rolled 
out from the airplane exit to the 
execution wall where I am to pa¬ 
rade martially on my way to dis¬ 
charge the grace shot in the dicta¬ 
tor’s head. Never!” 

Arenas’ voice is lyrical and pas¬ 
sionate. He is capable of con¬ 
fronting the realities of the Cuban 
revolution and its consequences. 
Much great literature has been 
born of political protest, and Are¬ 
nas’ work falls squarely within this 
camp. But he is also capable of 
creating seemingly ordinary 
worlds that are interwoven with 
the threads of the fantastic. In 
this, he also fits within the tradi¬ 
tion of Magic Realism, a term 
used to characterize the work of 
such Latin American writers as 
Jorge Luis Borges and Gabriel 
Garcia Marquez. 

In the world of Magic Realism, 
everyday reality is visited, often 
seamlessly, by the strange and the 
unexpected. Perhaps the best ex¬ 
ample of this technique in Arenas’ 
writing is this collection’s title 
story, “Mona.” In it, a young, ex¬ 
traordinarily handsome young 
man meets a beautiful, mysterious 
and seemingly insatiable woman. 
Although the young man has 
many female lovers and can have 
almost any woman he wants, 
Elisa’s strange appetites and 
equally strange behavior become 
the driving force of his obsession 
with her. He ultimately gets an an¬ 
swer to all of his questions about 
who Elisa is and where she comes 
from, and the answer is nearly too 
incredible. The tale becomes even 
stranger when he meets Elisa’s 
“creator” and discovers the moti¬ 
vation behind her sexual voracity. 


“Mona” is perhaps the most in¬ 
tricately structured tale in the col¬ 
lection. Arenas takes great pains to 
establish a “realistic” base for the 
story, but he does so playfully. It’s 
presented as a manuscript found 
after a detained mental patient’s 
suicide, and is offered complete 
with an introduction and foot¬ 
notes. Ultimately, it’s a highly ef¬ 
fective and memorable meditation 
on gender, identity, and the role of 
the artist and writer. 

New Morph City 

To add an air of the fantastic to 
many of his stories, Arenas sets 
them in the future. The short 
fragment “Blacks,” for example, is 
set at a future time “after the Fifth 
Superthermal War” and begins 
with the line, “Blacks were not 
black anymore.” These are stories 
in which Arenas creates of world 
of wonderful and terrible possi¬ 
bilities, a world where New York 
City can morph into Havana; 
where people in paintings can 
come to life; where the landscape 
itself is alive with magic. 

Some stories in this collection 
are not about characters and 
events as much as they are ex¬ 
tended monologues, voices of bit¬ 
terness and reckoning, defiance 
and dissent. In “Traitor,” an old 
woman speaks into the tape 
recorder brought by a young 
writer who has come to interview 
her about the revolution. “The Pa¬ 
rade Ends” is a kind of stream-of- 
consciousness extended riff, full of 
vivid images. The translator has 
also included “The Joyful Sixties 
in Latin American Literature,” an 
essay delivered by Arenas at the 
Letras de Oro award ceremony in 
1988. 

Because it spans over two 
decades of his life, Mona and 
Other Tales is a good representa¬ 
tion of Arenas’ tragically short but 
productive writing career. Like all 
literature that comes from politi¬ 
cal persecution and personal 
tragedy, it can’t be read without a 
sense of poignancy and nobility. 
But Arenas was a truly talented 
writer — the facts of his biogra¬ 
phy are the prism through which 
his work must be viewed, but they 
are not the sole reason for its 
beauty. T
